FAREWELL TO 
SANDY 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart. county 
champion, loses cancer fight 


THE death of former Kent 
County Council leader Lord 
Sandy Bruce-Lockhart has 
brought a flood of tributes from 
county and national figures of 
all political hues that reveal the 
remarkable depth of respect 
inspired by this urbane champi¬ 
on of Kent and its people. 

Conservative Party leader David 
Cameron and former Deputy Prime 
Minister John Prescott were among many 
to pay tribute to the 66-year-old, who died 
on Thursday after a near year-long battle 
with cancer. 

Aside from his highly successful tenure 
as leader of KCC, Lord Bruce-Lockhart 
also once served as chairman of the Local 
Government Association and fulfilled the 
same role for English Heritage at the time 
of his death. 

Mr Cameron described him as a “vision¬ 
ary leader” who put forward powerful 
arguments about empowering local gov¬ 
ernment.

He added: “Sandy made a huge contribu¬ 
tion to public life and will be sadly 
missed.” 

The son of a Scottish former MI6 deputy 
director, Alexander John Bruce-Lockhart 
was born in Wakefield, West Yorkshire, on 
May 4,1942. 

He was educated at Sedbergh School in 
Cumbria and the Royal Agricultural 
College, Cirencester, before leaving the 
UK to manage a South African-owned 
farm in Rhodesia, now Zimbabwe. 

After a spell at another farm in 
Australia, Lord Bruce-Lockhart returned 
to his home country and moved to Kent in 
1968. 

It was here he would spend the rest of 
his life with wife Tess and children Mark, 
Natasha and Simon, on the family’s 300- 
acre fruit farm in Headcorn, near 
Maidstone. 

It was not until 1989 though that Lord 
Bruce-Lockhart entered politics, when his

Kent regiments 
take on Taliban

HUNDREDS of soldiers have been 
involved in a large operation to 
root out the Taliban near the key 
town of Musa Qala. 

Troops from the Canterbury-based Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots) and The 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment (PWRR), 
Kent’s county regiment, were among 800 sol¬ 
diers to take part in the fighting, which began 
on Thursday and was still continuing yester¬ 
day. 

Major Ben Baker, 35, from 2PWRR, is in 
charge of Forward Operating Base Edinburgh, 
a desert fort seven kilome¬ 
tres away from Musa Qala. 

Speaking on Friday, he 
said pushes to the north and 
south of the town were prov¬ 
ing successful. 

“It appears to be having 
quite a lot of success with 
Taliban killed and injured, 
people captured and equip¬ 
ment recovered,” he told 
Kent on Sunday. 

Maj Baker said the aim 
was to disrupt the insurgency. “It is a deliber¬ 
ate operation to ensure the Taliban are put on 
the back foot. Whenever we face them head-on 
we win,” he said. 

Local reports suggested on Thursday that at 
least 13 Taliban fighters were killed and a 
similar number injured. Suicide vests, as well 
as ammunition and bomb-making equipment, 
were seized after compounds were searched. 

About 300 troops from the Afghan National 
Army (ANA) spearheaded the advance to the 
south, supported by D Company of 5 Scots, 
which is based at Musa Qala, the 2nd 
Battalion PWRR, a few reservists from 
3PWRR, and men from the Royal Irish 
Regiment. 

Mastiff armoured vehicles from 2 Scots were 
also on hand. Insurgents attacked with rifles, 


machine-guns and 
RPGs (rocket-propelled 
grenades). 

The garrison at Roshan Tower, a strategical¬ 
ly crucial outpost overlooking the Musa Qala 
Wadi, helped guide in artillery fire and air 
strikes. Members of 2PWRR and a mortar sec¬ 
tion from 5 Scots are there. 

Paratroopers from 3 Para, along with Royal 
Engineers, made slow progress through booby- 
trapped Afghan compounds to the north. 
Bayonets were fixed as soldiers advanced 
through fields of shoulder-high crops. 

Roshan Tower has been subjected to almost 
daily mortar fire and it was no different on 
Thursday. However, Maj Baker, who is from 
Hampshire, said that because of the operation 
there were fewer bombs and they were far less 
accurate than usual. 

Work to build new defensive walls around 
the outpost on Wednesday was stalled due to 


Taliban mortar fire, which damaged a digger. 

“Significantly for us, the attacks on Roshan 
Tower seem to have - if not stopped complete¬ 
ly - become a lot less effective, giving us time 
to build up our defences,” said Maj Baker. 

Apache helicopters attacked enemy posi¬ 
tions, while F-16 jets were called in for air 
strikes. Artillery at FOB Edinburgh and FOB 
Robinson, near Sangin, was also used, includ¬ 
ing the devastating Guided Missile Launch 
Rocket System (GMLRS). 

Maj Baker said: “It has been relatively 
intense, with the whole of the battle group, 
north and south, and Roshan Tower in contact 
at the same time.” 

He said similar operations would “definitely” 
be carried out in the future. By Friday, no 
British casualties had been reported. 

Musa Qala was recaptured from the Taliban 
in December with the help of Maidstone-based 
36 Engineer Regiment.

WITHIN 20 minutes of arriving at 
Roshan Tower, a Taliban sniper 
attempted to kill me, writes 
Jamie McGinnes . 

A loud crack broke the air as a bullet pinged 
just a metre over my head. It was a fitting wel¬ 
come to what is currently one of the most 
heavily-attacked British positions in Helmand 
Province. 

The key outpost, which overlooks the Musa 
Qala Wadi, has seen a big upsurge in attacks 
in recent weeks. 

The tower has a small garrison of men, 
including members of the 2nd Battalion The 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment (2PWRR), 
Kent’s county regiment, and a mortar section 
from the Canterbury-based Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots). 

It has a commanding view of a vast swathe 
of countryside around the wadi and the strate¬ 
gically important town of Musa Qala which 
was recaptured from the Taliban in December. 

The worrying accuracy of mortar bombs 
landing on the base, which is the size of a cou¬ 
ple of tennis courts, has raised fears that an 
experienced enemy commander has been 
brought into the area. 

Several mortar bombs fell within the com¬ 
pound during attacks on Wednesday. The 
worst day, last Saturday, saw dozens land on 
target, all fired from at least a few kilometres 

Respect for 
an enemy 
that will 
not prevail 

FOR Corporal Spencer Pinch the almost inces¬ 
sant mortar fire on Roshan Tower has been 
scary at times, but mostly annoying. 

A mortar bomb landed on the 33-year-old’s 
bed space, destroying paintings his two-year- 
old son and nine-year-old daughter had sent 
him, and a picture of his little boy. 

“The most annoying thing was it took out my 
little boy’s picture, so I got pretty upset,” said 
Cpl Pinch, from Faversham. 

On Wednesday, he and other soldiers man¬ 
ning a machine-gun position had to abandon it 
briefly after a mortar landed just metres away. 

The former Ashford Town right-back and 
Gills youth player had a brief respite from fife 
on the front when he was pulled out to play in 
an England-Scotland football match at 
Forward Operating Base Edinburgh, which 
England won on penalties. 

Major Ben Baker, who is in charge of 
Forward Operating Base Edinburgh, believes 
the accuracy of attacks on Roshan Tower 
points to the presence of an experienced mor¬ 
tar fire controller. 

“We think they’re good. No-one’s under any 
illusion that the Taliban are of variable quali¬ 
ty. They’re experienced fighters and that’s why 
we’ve had to be as good as we have to beat 


away. As the valley has become greener, the 
amount of cover available to insurgents 
among trees and long grass has increased. The 
Taliban have been mounting almost daily 
attacks with mortars, sniper rifles and 
machine guns. 

More than 150 mortar bombs are thought to 
have hit the base since June. Somehow, only 
one soldier, Lance-Corporal Carvas Garraway, 
31, from 2PWRR, has been slightly injured by 
shrapnel in his leg. The troops admit they

have enjoyed more than their fair share of 
luck. 

The increasing threat to the base meant that 
Royal Engineers were part of a convoy sent 
there this week in order to strengthen its 
defences. 

After setting off from Forward Operating 
Base Edinburgh at first light, the troops 
reached Roshan Tower, about six kilometres 
away, at about 8.25am Afghan time on

them.” Lieutenant Dave Thomas, 23, from 
Meopham, its platoon commander, said he was 
concerned about the mortar fire. Their fire’s 
definitely accurate enough to worry us.” 

Lieut Thomas said there had been hardly 
any injuries because of the soldiers’ training. 
But he added: “We’ve been lucky as well.” 

If the Taliban are trying to capture Roshan 
Tower, the former Gravesend Grammar 
School for Boys pupil said: “They’ve got no 
chance whatsoever.” 

Lance-Corporal Iain Trench, 24, from 5 
Scots’ mortar section, said of the enemy mor¬ 
tar teams: “They’re just as good as us. They’re 
very good.” 

Private Peter Jayawardena, 25, a light 
machine-gunner from Canterbury, said: 
“They’re obviously very skilled and have the 
right people training them and helping them.” 

But he said: ‘We don’t really think about it - 
we just get on with it.” 

Privates Antony Colby, from Orpington, Ben 
Heynen, from Folkestone, Charlie Angell, from 
Bexley, and Will Vecera, from Chatham - all 
aged just 18 - were also among 2PWRR troops 
to experience attacks at Roshan Tower. 


Wednesday (4.55am in the UK). 

Twenty minutes later, my tour of the outpost 
by its platoon commander, Lieutenant Dave 
Thomas, 23, from Meopham, was cut short 
when the first shots of the day rang out. Lt 
Thomas told me later that the shot had passed 
about a metre above our heads. The sniper 
may have mistaken me for a dignitary because 
of my civilian clothes, he said. 

British soldiers responded with machine- 
gun fire in the direction of the sniper and there 
was then a lull. However, in the mid-after¬ 
noon, the Taliban again attacked with small 
arms fire, followed by a display of accurate 
mortaring. 

Most troops sheltered as Taliban mortar 
teams scored dozens of direct hits on the out¬ 
post and the enemy trained more small arms 
fire on its defenders. Now used to the attacks, 
they read newspapers, played games consoles 
and even slept, not at all concerned by the 
mayhem outside. 

Hie insurgents were given a dose of their 
own medicine from 5 Scots’ mortar section, as 
well as machine-gun and sniper-rifle fire, and 


two deadly Javelin missiles. Mastiff armoured 
vehicles in the wadi from 2 Scots also 
attacked. 

Apache gunships were called in during the 
afternoon to fire on a compound on the other 
side of the wadi held by the enemy. 

American and Dutch F-16 fighters were on 
standby to carry out an airstrike, but were 
called off after a civilian woman was seen in 
the target area. 

The attacks stopped in the evening. No-one 
at Roshan Tower was injured, but it is under¬ 
stood that several Taliban fighters were killed. 
The Taliban succeeded in holding up the engi¬ 
neers’ defensive work and managed to damage 
their JCB digger with mortar shrapnel. 

From Sunday to Tuesday this week, Roshan 
Tower’s defenders fired more than 2,200 
rounds from their rifles, machine-guns and 
mortars. That was over the course of about 
three hours. 

Private ‘Roko’, a Fijian serving with 2PWRR, 
was airlifted from the base last Sunday after 
being bitten by a scorpion. He is said to be 
recovering well.

interest was prompted by a desire to preserve 
rural Kent during discussions about the 
Channel Tunnel rail link route. 

He later told friends: “Without wanting to 
sound too grand about it, I felt I wanted to 
make some kind of contribution to society.” 

Elected chairman of a rail committee in the 
Weald of Kent Preservation Society, Lord 
Bruce-Lockhart eventually moved on to 
become county councillor for Maidstone 
Rural East. 

He then worked his way up to become 
leader of the then-opposition Tory group in 
1993, before becoming leader of KCC in 1997, 
a role he retained until deciding to step down 
in 2005. 

During this time he was described as the 
“second most powerful Tory in the country” 
after the party leader, and after Prime 
Minister John Major’s defeat in 1997 he held 
the highest position of any elected 
Conservative. 

Such was his success at turning the council 
from a failing one into one of the best-per¬ 
forming in the country, Mr Bruce-Lockhart 
became Sir Sandy when he was knighted in 
the December, 2002, New Year’s Honours list. 

While still leader of KCC, he also became 
chairman of the Local Government 
Association in 2004. 

Honours continued to be bestowed on Lord 
Bruce-Lockhart when he was elevated to the 


peerage in 2006 as Baron Bruce-Lockhart of 
the Weald in the county of Kent. Despite 
being diagnosed with cancer in late 2007, he 
continued in his role as chairman of English 
Heritage, which he had taken up earlier that 
year. In June this year he was made an hon¬ 
orary freeman of Canterbury. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart always fought Kent’s 
comer and never forgot his county. He was a 
long-standing president of Maidstone 
Conservative Association and was involved in 
the search for a replacement for former min¬ 


ister Ann Widdecombe, who is standing down 
as the area’s MP at the next election. Lord 
Bruce-Lockhart also worked closely with 
John Prescott during the development of the 
Thames Gateway project. 

On stepping down as KCC leader in 2005, 
he said: “Kent is a unique and wonderful 
county, full of special places and special 
people.” 

He described himself as “the ultimate Kent 
fan”, adding: “There is absolutely nowhere 
else like Kent - nowhere in the world.”

‘Sandy was a force 
for good in all he did’ 


FRIENDS and colleagues of Lord Sandy 
Bruce-Lockhart have paid tribute to a man 
who was “a force for good in all he did”. 

News of his death on Thursday was greet¬ 
ed with sadness by fellow Conservative 
Party members, political opponents and 
members of the public alike. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter, who took up 
the post when Lord Bruce-Lockhart 
stepped down in 2005 after eight years’ 
service, was one of the first to pay tribute. 

He said: “Sandy will be enormously 
missed in Kent and across the country. He 
was the leading architect of the transforma¬ 
tion and improvement in local government 
in recent years. 

“Driven by a love and passion for the peo¬ 
ple and the county of Kent, Sandy proved 
that beneath his urbane charm and cour¬ 
tesy laid his conviction and determination 
to deliver what he believed was right. 

“His knighthood and peerage were just 
rewards for the contribution he made. In all 
he did he was a force for good and we will 
all miss his wise advice and friendship.” 

For the last year of Lord Bruce-Lockhart’s 
life he was chairman of English Heritage, 
making a great contribution to the group’s 
work throughout the country. 

English Heritage chief executive Simon 
Thurley said: “Sandy had a love of Kent’s 
rich heritage and a particular affection for 
Canterbury Cathedral. His gentle wisdom 
and insight, his knowledge and his stand¬ 
ing in the House of Lords will be a great 
loss. 

“His family and friends have lost a much¬ 
loved, courageous man. The nation has lost 
a heritage crusader and English Heritage 
has lost a respected leader.” 

Despite being a prominent Conservative 
Party member, Lord Bruce-Lockhart 
earned the respect of political opponents. 

Former Deputy Prime Minister John 
Prescott, who worked alongside him during 


the development of the Thames Gateway 
project, said: “Sandy was a man I respected 
and a man who made a considerable contri¬ 
bution to political life.” 

Cllr Mike Eddy, shadow leader of KCC, 
said: “Sandy was a skilled politician with 
the interests of Kent at heart. It was a priv¬ 
ilege to have crossed swords with him. 

“He was invariably courteous, prepared to 
listen - even if he didn’t agree with you - 
and would always take on board good ideas, 
even from political opponents.” 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart’s work in making 
KCC one of the best performing councils 
earned him respect throughout the country. 

Tory leader David Cameron extended his 
sympathies to Lord Bruce-Lockhart’s 
widow Tess, and their children, Mark, 
Natasha and Simon. 

He said: “Sandy was a visionary leader 
who put forward powerful arguments about 
empowering local government. He made a 
huge contribution to public life and will be 
sadly missed.” 

Mid Kent and Faversham MP Hugh 
Robertson said: “Sandy was both a friend 
and a constituent. He was an outstanding 
leader and a great servant of Kent. He will 
be hugely missed. We all owe him a tremen¬ 
dous amount.” 

When news of Lord Bruce-Lockhart’s 
death broke on Thursday morning, tributes 
were posted by visitors to KOS Media’s 
website, www.kentnews.co.uk. 

Ben Matthews, from Maidstone, wrote: “I 
am shocked and saddened to hear Sandy 
Bruce-Lockhart has died. He always struck 
me as fair and honest, which is rare for 
politicians, and fought incredibly hard for 
our county.” 

Mrs K Gower, from Canterbury, added: “I 
am devastated. I was lucky enough to meet 
Sandy on a number of occasions and he was 
always a real gentleman. He will be greatly 
missed.”

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Police defend actions against protestors attending the Kingsnorth climate camp 


Accusations of ‘serious 
harassment’ at protest

AN INDEPENDENT witness to 
the climate camp in Kent has 
accused the county’s constabulary 
of harassment and acting like a 
paramilitary force. 

But one of Kent Police’s chief officers has 
defended the operation at the site near 
Kingsnorth power plant and expressed 
thanks we live in a “democratic and free 
country” where peaceful protest is supported 
by the authorities. 

Huw Powell, a freelance photographer, went 
to check on his boat, which is moored at Hoo 
marina and decided to visit the camp, where 
around 1,500 eco-activists were protesting 
over plans for a new coal-fired power station 
on the peninsula. 

But unable to find the camp after driving 
around the power station itself, Mr Powell 
and his partner, Ioana, decided to head home 
to west London along the A2. 

“Within half a mile we had picked up a 
police escort,” he told Kent on Sunday. 

“Ioana was driving at a steady 50mph along 
the otherwise deserted duel carriageway, 
with the police car really tailgating, and as we 
reached the Hoo turn off they pulled us over.” 

The couple then saw the camp and 
described it as “swarming with police”, say¬ 
ing a helicopter was whirring overhead, riot 
police were everywhere and there were more 
police vans than would be seen at a major 
football match of more than 40,000 people. 

“We were subjected to almost an hour of 
checks and more checks over vehicle regis¬ 
tration, insurance, etc. The whole situation 
was one of personal intimidation and threat 
by up to three officers. 

“Of course, we were finally allowed to leave, 
but the obvious intention was to frighten us 
away. We did just go,” he said. 

Mr Powell said the manner of policing at 
the camp was a worrying development for 
the whole country. 

‘What I saw, in a brief glimpse, was serious 
police harassment. They were acting as a 
paramilitary force, in huge numbers, to con¬ 
tain what must have been 1,500 people. 


“Good god,” he exclaimed, “with the num¬ 
bers they had there they could have put a 
ring of steel three-deep around Kingsnorth 
itself. Why were they on the direct offensive 
towards the protestors?” 

“Who or what has established the ability of 
the police to be acting in this manner?” 

As an experienced photo-journalist and 
seasoned traveller, Mr Powell said he had 
travelled to Romania most years since 1989. 

He told how he had seen a secret police offi¬ 
cer order a young soldier to drive a 10-tonne 
truck over an old man sitting in the road dur¬ 
ing a protest in Bucharest and was harassed 
by police numerous times because he carried 
a press card. 

“I was left with a feeling that the English 
police were acting in the manner I have 
encountered in Eastern Europe - as in above 
the law. They have been given a political 
agenda to carry out, they have been supplied 
with all the tools they need, both materials 


and legal framework and they were enjoying 
using them,” he added. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge, defended the policing approach 
to the camp which involved up to 1,400 offi¬ 
cers at the site daily, riot police, mounted offi¬ 
cers, marine and air support. 

Minority 

The police response, which reports say 
could cost up to £7 million, has been criti¬ 
cised as heavy-handed, provocative, aggres¬ 
sive and disproportionate, by a cross-party 
group of MPs as well as the Green Party’s 
MEP for the South East Caroline Lucas. 

“I would refute those allegations totally. 
What you saw was evidence of officers who 
acted with great restraint, great professional¬ 
ism, who were properly briefed and well lead. 

“It was complex operation that we had to 
police with a good many challenges over the 
course of the 10 days. 


“Our overriding concern was to ensure the 
safety of everybody. During the course of the 
camp we recovered knives and other imple¬ 
ments such as axes and chains which could 
have been used as weapons. 

“Whenever force was used those who would 
have been subject to it were warned about it. 

“Officers had coins and forks chucked at 
them and were faced with physical chal¬ 
lenges all by a very small minority of people 
at the camp committed to using unlawful 
means to make their point,” he said. 

ACC Beautridge said the overwhelming 
majority of the protesters were peaceful, law 
abiding and committed to lawful protest. 

He said: “Thank heavens we live in a dem¬ 
ocratic and free country where people can 
put forward legitimate concerns.” 

ACC Beautridge responded to claims that 
police had used intimidation tactics such as 
searching everyone at the camp and carrying 
out raids to confiscate equipment such as 
tents, groundsheets and mobile phones in an 
attempt to disrupt peaceful protest and pro¬ 
voke a reaction from the campaigners. 

“That was absolutely not the case,” he said. 
“The powers to stop and search everybody 
were not in place from the outset. 

‘We gave it very careful consideration, it is 
a wider use of intensive powers and came 
after other searches found people carrying 
knives, and other weapons. 

We did it to ensure the safety of the resi¬ 
dents and law-abiding protestors.” 

Defending the use of riot police, he said 
the organisers were warned throughout the 
consultation process not to block exits and 
entrances to the camp. 

He was unable to reveal the exact cost of 
the operation but said it would run into “sev¬ 
eral millions”. 

The force will be asking for a full rebate 
from the Home Office, he said. 

Kent Police said all individual complaints 
made would be investigated and if any offi¬ 
cers were found to have acted inappropriate¬ 
ly it would be addressed. 

Officers arrested 100 people during the 
protest, which resulted in 46 charges, 22 cau¬ 
tions, three bind overs and one breach of bail.

Animal park welcomes new furry faces to the fold 


HOWLETTS Wild Animal Park is celebrating 
the birth of four baby clouded leopard cubs, 

writes Lexy Payne. 

Visitors to Howletts, near Bekesbourne, 
can see the cubs and their parents most 
days, as they roam around and play. 

The four unnamed cubs were born to pairs 
Nhi-Ha and Nanyo, and Ben and Mandalay. 

Both fathers were born at Howletts, while 
the mothers were brought in as part of a 
special breeding programme carried out by 
the Aspinall Foundation in aid of endangered 
species. 

Clouded leopards, originally from South 
East Asia, were brought into Howletts in the 
late 1960s, due to the threat to their natural 
habitat from deforestation and hunting. The 
first successful birth was a decade later. 


A RISE in the number of 
penalty notices issued by 
police for drink-related 
offences has been blamed 
on the introduction of 
24-hour licences. 

Figures released to KOS Media 
show officers in Kent dished out 
2,370 notices in 2007-08 compared 
to just 854 in 2004-05 - the finan¬ 
cial year before the change came 
into effect. 

The numbers appear to prove 
Kent’s Chief Constable Mike Fuller 
was right to warn against the intro¬ 
duction of the Licensing Act, which 
he did in this paper in January, 2005.

In a follow-up interview in April, 
2006, Mr Fuller said: “I think the 
Government and the health authori¬ 
ties are going to have a very difficult 
task in changing the culture that 
exists at the moment where young 
people go out and get totally drunk. 

“Now they have a longer period in 
which to do that and our policing of 
the night-time economy has had to 
expand as a result.” 

In terms of drink-related offences, 
the majority of penalty notices 
issued by officers are for drunk and 
disorderly behaviour. 

They handed out 788 in 2004-05 


but this figure shot up to 1,586 after 
24-hour drinking was introduced. 

In 2006-07 the number rose again 
to 1,908 and in 2007-08 it increased 
to 2,181. 

The current figure for this year, 
which covers penalty notices issued 
between April and July, is 665. 

Successful 

Other offences include drinking in 
a designated public area, being 
drunk on a highway and buying 
alcohol for a minor. 

Kent’s Assistant Chief Constable 
Gary Beautridge said the figures 
showed the force had a “zero-toler¬ 
ance” approach to drink-related 
disorder. 


He added: “There has been a 
lot of hard work by our officers 
and area-policing teams, linked 
in closely with work done by dis¬ 
trict councils and the licensing 
trade, which has been successful 
in tackling alcohol-related crime. 

“Our message is clear - go out, 
have a good time and enjoy your¬ 
self safely. However if you are 
intent on causing trouble, be sure 
that you will be penalised with at 
least a fine and possibly a custo¬ 
dial sentence. 

“Not only do we crack down 


firmly on those who get drunk and 
cause misery to others, but we will 
also deal firmly with licensees and 
traders who sell alcohol to under-18s 
or those who are already drunk.” 

Penalty notices were introduced 
in 2003 to deal quickly with low- 
level, anti-social crime. 

They carry a fine of £50 or £80, 
depending on the seriousness of the 
offence. 

Including offences that are not 
drink-related, police in Kent issued 
7,791 in 2007-08 compared to just 
1,457 in 2004-05. 
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Students set 
A-level record

A-LEVEL results in Kent are the 
best in six years with more than 
7,000 students achieving a 93 per 
cent pass rate. 

Kent County Council said the performance 
reflected the national picture, which showed a 
record-breaking overall pass rate of 97 per cent, 
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and that schools in the county have maintained 
a seven-year upward trend in the exam results. 

Steven Moore, head of humanities and sci¬ 
ence at Canterbury College and in charge of 
running A-level exams, said schools and col¬ 
leges should be aiming for a 100 per cent 
achievement of A-E grades. 

Asked whether the trend for results contin¬ 
uing to improve would end, he said: “What has 
happened is basically that we have got better 
with the choice we are offering students and 
we have got better at inclusive learning. 

We are using as many teaching techniques 
as possible so no-one is excluded from learning. 

“There is obviously going to be a plateau. To 
be honest, what should be realistic and 
achievable is 100 per cent pass rates and the 
reason why is because we have to think about 
the point where we only enrol students on 
courses we know they are capable of. 

“They should not be set up to fail.” 

Canterbury College had an overall pass 
rate of 92 per cent and students achieved 100 
per cent A-E grades in 18 of the 21 subjects 
the college offers including biology, business 
studies and English literature. 

Mr Moore said “I would not say every stu¬ 
dent should be getting A grades, then some¬ 
thing would be wrong. 

“But 100 per cent achievement should be 
attainable. If not, then it means we have not 
enrolled the right students, or we have not 
given them the right advice or guidance, or 
something has gone wrong.” 

As A-level results continue to improve year 
on year there were the usual complaints after 
this year’s grades were published on Thursday, 
that the exams have got easier and that teach- 


STUDENTS at Ashford’s South Kent College 
are celebrating an A-level pass rate of 92 per 
cent - but for one girl success has come with 
crushing disappointment. 

Gurkha soldier’s daughter Manisha 
Sherchan, 18, from Ashford, moved to 
England from Nepal two years ago. 

And despite getting an A in government 
and politics, a B in sociology and a C in law, 
she can’t afford to go on to university. 

As a foreign national, she would have to 
pay nearly £10,000 for each year of the three 
year university course. 

Manisha, whose father, Khim, served in the 
elite regiment for 19 years, said: “My family is 
pleased for me and I am really pleased with 
my results but it is somewhat spoiled by 
knowing that I can’t go to university.” 

She gained the right grades to study law at 
the University of Kent in Canterbury. Now she 
is considering studying for an AS level in his¬ 
tory at South Kent College. 

Her sociology tutor, Tania Johnson, said:

“Manisha is so talented, hardworking, moti¬ 
vated and committed to succeed, and she 
has been so disappointed.

ers are ‘spoon-feeding’ students to succeed. 

Mr Moore argued the exams were not getting 
easier but that since they were restructured in 
2000 it has made them more accessible to stu¬ 
dents with different strengths and abilities. 

A-levels were ‘modularised’, meaning stu¬ 
dents sit exams and hand in coursework over 
two years, which contributes to their results. 

“That has helped a lot to support them to 
improve grades without making it easier. There 
is a lot of focus to constantly improve the way 
we teach and the way we work with students. 

“There is also a much wider choice than 
there used to be.” 

Talk of the exams getting easier is “insult¬ 
ing” to the 600,000 pupils around the country 
who have worked hard for two years, he said. 

Mr Moore said the examination questions 
were designed to require a synopsis and 
analysis to be answered properly. 

“They require students to have very good 
analytical skills, producing answers to those 
is not the result of spoon-feeding,” he said. 

Cllr Chris Wells, KCC’s cabinet member for 
children, was at Hillview High School for 
Girls in Tonbridge for results day where stu¬ 


dents achieved a 90 per cent pass rate and 
two students gained four straight As. 

He said: “I would like to congratulate all of 
Kent’s A-level students and wish them every 
success. I’m pleased with the continued 
upward trend, which bodes well for the future.” 

This year a record-breaking one in 10 
pupils gained straight As, which increased to 
around a third for students at independent 
schools. 

At Ashford School pupils had a 100 per cent 
pass rate, with nearly 90 per cent of students 
achieving A, B and C grades, and one student 
being awarded six A grades. 

Medway Council said it expected this year’s 
results would continue to improve on those 
for 2007, which showed the best performance 
of students ever. 

The authority said it was not publishing the 
results from schools and colleges until they 
had been collated nationally, in about a month. 

Rose Collinson, director of children and 
adults services at the council, said: “I congrat¬ 
ulate all young people at the end of their 
courses and celebrate their success. I wish 
them all every good wish for the future.” 
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Firms insist years of above-inflation hikes are needed to replace infrastructure

HOUSEHOLDS in Kent look set 
to feel the full force of water rate 
increases proposed by utility 
firms. 

Of the 23 companies in England and 
Wales, Kent’s suppliers occupy five of the 
top six places for the largest planned bill 
rises above inflation. 

Folkestone and Dover Water has suggest¬ 
ed an increase of 6.7 per cent above infla¬ 
tion per year, with South East Water pro¬ 
posing a 4.7 per cent hike and Southern 
Water 4.5 per cent over inflation. 

Thames Water wants to raise prices by 
three per cent, and Sutton and East Surrey 
Water by an average 3.2 per cent a year. 

All planned increases would come into 
effect for five years from 2010, and have 
been submitted to the industry regulator 
Ofwat for approval. 

Excessive 

Cllr Keith Ferrin, Kent County Council 
cabinet member for the environment, 
said he was “very dissatisfied” with the 
proposals. 

“The water companies are trying to con¬ 
vince Ofwat they need to carry out works 
we feel are excessive and completely unnec¬ 
essary,” he said. 

“For example, one has proposed to build a 
pipeline that pumps water from the east of 
the county to the west, and another has 
proposed to build a pipeline that pumps 
water from the west to the east. 

“We believe that if the water companies 
worked together, bills for their customers 
would be much less. These problems have 
been created by more than one company 
providing water to homes in Kent. 

“I think customers are getting poor value 
for money at the moment and it will be 
even worse when their bills go up.” 

Karen Gibbs, the Consumer Council for 
Water’s policy manager for the South East, 
said the planned rises were the cause of 
“great concern”. 

“For the five years from 2010 we are look¬ 
ing at more than 20 per cent increases in 
current bills,” she said. 

“The problem we have in Kent is that it is 
a ‘water-stretched’ area, so companies have 
to invest in and enhance their resources, 
and there will be a vast growth in the pop¬ 
ulation to contend with too.” 

David Walton, Folkestone and Dover 
Water’s managing director, said the compa¬ 
ny’s increases would help pay for the build¬ 
ing of new trunk mains, an underground 
reservoir and other works. 

He added: “We are the only area to have 
been granted ‘area of water scarcity’ status 
by the Government and this underlines the 
problems we face. 



“We have less rainfall than parts of the 
Middle East, and only very limited local 
water sources. Climate change will only 
make matters more difficult and we will 
face increased demand from a growing 
population and from major new business 
developments.” 

While the average bill for homes covered 
by the company would rise from £168 in 
2009-10 to £205 in 2014-15, those covered 
by Southern Water would see an increase 
from £352 to £426. 

Southern Water chief executive Les 
Dawson said a £10 million annual increase 
in power costs had contributed to the 
planned rise, as well as the building of 
thousands of new homes in the region. 

He added: “We face a £655m programme 
of work to deliver 329 projects - more than 
anywhere else in the UK - specifically for 
legislation imposed on us from Europe. 

“We also have to spend £450m to cater for 
growth in the South East.” 

Due to the large number of households it 
serves in London, Thames Water was sin¬ 
gled out as a company proposing one of the 
biggest increases. 

In a letter to customers published on the 
firm’s website, chief executive David Owens 
said the rises would help pay for the 
replacement of ageing pipes. 

He added: “It also includes some of the 
biggest engineering projects in Europe, like 
the Tideway Tunnel project which the 
Government wants us to build to take 
sewage away from the Thames, and the 
proposed upper Thames reservoir in 
Oxfordshire. 

“That all comes in at £6.5 billion - the 
highest level of investment proposed by a 
UK water company ever.” 

Compared with their neighbours else¬ 
where in Kent, customers living in areas 
covered by South East Water and Sutton 
and East Surrey Water receive relatively 
low average bills. 

Unwelcome 

They would rise from £160 to £192 and 
£153 to £193 respectively. 

South East Water managing director 
Paul Butler said: “We are conscious that no 
price rise is likely to be welcomed by our 
customers, but unfortunately this rise is 
largely the result of unprecedented increas¬ 
es in power costs and the continuing cost of 
maintaining our day-to-day water supply 
operations.” 

Sutton and East Surrey Water plans to 
spend the money gained from its bill 
increases on improving services, metering, 
the extension of a water treatment works, 
and on covering increased power and chem¬ 
ical costs. 

Ofwat is due to make its final decision on 
the proposed water rate increases by 
November next year.

Olympics lifeline 
thrown to divers

Yang and his assistant Xiang Yan Kong - the 
students at Tunbridge Wells sports centre 
had better listen. 

The young prospects and their trainers are 
attached to the Crystal Palace Diving 
Institute, the London home of which was 
forced to close at short notice last September 
after the discovery of asbestos in the building. 

They faced having nowhere to practise their 
manoeuvres until the Tunbridge Wells-based 


RT Monson club stepped in to help. 

With an impact-softening bubble machine 
and harnesses to practise diving techniques 
outside of the water, the sports centre has 
some of the best training facilities in the UK. 

Lead coach Betty Allen - whose daughter 
Hayley competed in the 1992 and 1996 
Olympics - said the club was happy to help. 

She said: “When the Crystal Palace pool 
closed at 45 minutes’ notice, it left the people 
there in a dire situation. 

“They contacted me to see what was avail¬ 
able and now they come to use our equipment 
about three 
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times a week. 

“I think it’s a 
really good thing 
to see a facility 
like ours being 
utilised to its full 
potential and 
especially in 
training 
Olympic hope¬ 
fuls. It also creates a lot of inter¬ 
est among the public because 
whenever they come to the pool, 
there is almost always diving 
training going on.” 

The Tunbridge Wells pool also 
has two three-metre spring¬ 
boards, two one-metre spring¬ 
boards, a one-metre fixed plat¬ 
form and a five-metre board. 

Most of the equipment was 
installed at the end of 2006 
when a £86,500 grant was 
received from Sport England, 
after an application prepared by 
Mrs Allen. 

Although the Crystal Palace 
pool is due to reopen in 
December, there are still no 
guarantees the institute will be 
allowed to return. 

The London Development 
Agency says it is owed rent by 
the group’s owners, but it is 
hoped the situation can be 
resolved before eviction becomes 
a possibility. 

Were that to happen, it would 
almost certainly lead to the loss 
of its two Chinese coaches.

Institute director Chris Snode, 
himself a former world diving 
champion, said: “The closure of 
Crystal Palace has devastated 
our programme and we’ve lost a 
lot of members as a result. 

“We spent two-and-a-half 
years visiting 200 schools in the 
London area and testing 50,000 
pupils to see if they had what it 
takes. We whittled that down to 
20 and they are all absolutely 
amazing, as good as what they 
have in China.

Shaun’s reputation as a top 
party DJ rocketed after Shades 
was chosen by comedian Vic 
Reeves and his wife Nancy 
Sorrell to plan the couple’s 
wedding reception in 2003, at 
the recommendation of 
Eastwell Manor in Ashford, 
where it was held. 

But the company - which cel¬ 
ebrates its 25th anniversary 
this year - grew from humble

beginnings. Shaun said: “As a 
kid my mum and dad used to 
take me to a dinner-and-dance 
at the Spa Hotel in Tunbridge 
Wells. Not many children used 
to go so I often found myself 
talking to the D J. 

“I met a DJ called Peter 
Harvey, who was my inspira¬ 
tion. 

“I’ve always loved music and 
being a DJ is a great way 
to play it really loud and get 
away with it. I also love being 
in control. 

“I started off with a 150-watt 
sound system, but I’ve spent 
thousands building the compa¬ 
ny up to what it is today. 

“Peter is still doing three or 
four tea dances a week and he’s 
79 now. If I’m as good as he is 
when I’m that age, I’ll have 
done well.” 

Although the success of 
Shades has led to Shaun hob¬

WHEN a coach carrying 40 peo¬ 
ple tumbled down a steep New 
Zealand hillside, student Paul 
Doubleday was lucky to escape 
with his life.

roof. It knocked me out for a couple of seconds 
and then I woke up in a bundle of people. 

“It’s incredible that nobody died, but it was 
so quiet after the accident that I thought 
everybody had. But once the realisation of 
what had happened set in some people start¬ 
ed screaming, and it was terrible. 

“The driver was worried the coach was 
going to explode, so we were all clamber¬ 
ing out of the window and up the hillside 
to get away.” 

Nathan Hyslop, 32, pleaded guilty to 10 
counts of careless driving causing injury 
when he appeared before a judge in New 
Zealand last November. 

He was disqualified for 18 months and 
ordered to pay $2,802 compensation as a 
result. 

Intense 

Although Paul now has an understand¬ 
able fear of travelling on coaches, he is not 
afraid to tackle the near-20,000ft Mount 
Kilimanjaro along with 20 of his friends. 

He said: “I’ve only had one previous 
experience on a mountain, which was my 
rather intense climb up Sgurr Alasdair on 
the Isle of Skye last April. 

“It was my first time scrambling, 
rock climbing and ice climbing, but I sur¬ 
vived the week with only a mild case of 


trench foot and all toes still attached. 

“Kilimanjaro will be an exceptional chal¬ 
lenge for me because although I have played 
basketball for Nottingham university this 
year and consider myself to be reasonably fit, 
the leg injuries I suffered in New Zealand 
have prevented me from doing something as 
big as this until now.” 

Paul, who grew up in Ashford, but moved to 
Canterbury earlier this summer, said each of 
the climbers taking part had committed to 
raising £2,000 for the charity Childreach 
International. 

He added: “I’ve been involved in charity 
and voluntary work in the past, mainly look¬ 
ing after less well-abled children in England. 

“However, recently I’ve been meaning to 
focus more on those children who are incred¬ 
ibly less well-off than us, and when this 
opportunity arose my heart leapt. 

“I am incredibly proud to be part of this 
adventure, and with nearly £130,000 raised 
for Childreach International by my group, 
I’m really looking forward to making a differ¬ 
ence to thousands of children’s lives in other 
parts of the world.” 

Money raised from the expedition will go 
towards the building of a hospital in Tanzania.

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Young warrior’s 
tale must be told 


IN AUGUST, 1944, a squadron leading the 
22nd Armoured Brigade ran into German 
infantry at Gaillefontaine in northern 
France, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The troop leader’s armoured car was hit by an anti¬ 
tank shell, killing both the driver and a 21-year-old sol¬ 
dier from Kent. 

David Eason is writing the roll of honour for the young 
trooper’s regiment, the 11th Hussars (Prince Albert’s 
Own) to remember the 161 soldiers who fought with the 
regiment during World War Two and did not return. 

He has appealed for relatives and descendants of 
Trooper Murray Knight, who was from Bromley, to come 
forward with background information, photographs and 
any other memories which could be included in his entry. 

Mr Eason, an amateur historian from Royal 
Leamington Spa in Warwickshire, said: “It’s never been 
done before. 

“I looked at the names on the war memorials. I thought, 
‘You don’t know who these men were or what they were 
like’. So I thought it would be interesting to put together 
a book with photographs, the family history and informa¬ 
tion about their lives before they went off to 
fight for their country.” 

The 36-year-old, who works as a full-time 
carer for his wife, was a member of the 
Royal Hussars (The Prince of Wales’s Own), 
which was formed by an amalgamation of 
the 11th Hussars and the 10th Royal 
Hussars in 1969, and served as a lance-cor¬ 
poral in the Gulf War. 

Honours 

He said he developed an interest in the 
history of the regiments and the men who 
served with them after leaving the Army. 

The 11th Hussars, which won more battle 
honours than any other cavalry or tank reg¬ 
iment during World War Two, can trace its 
history back to 1715 when it was known as 
the Dragoons, fighting against Jacobite 
rebels, Mr Eason said. 

General Phillip Honeywood raised a regi¬ 
ment of mounted dragoons after a call from 
George I in response to Jacobite uprisings. 

They fought at Waterloo and the regiment 
was escort to Prince Albert of Saxon-Coburg 
from Dover to London for his wedding to 
Queen Victoria in 1840. 

The regiment later led the ill-fated Charge 
of the Light Brigade in 1854 during the 
Crimean War. 

Still a cavalry regiment at the outbreak 
World War One, the soldiers were dismount¬ 
ed as their use became ineffective against 
machine-guns and the trench warfare of the 
Western Front. 

Mr Eason said the regiment served three 
times in Palestine and during the 
Abyssinian crisis before joining the famous 
Desert Rats of the British 7th Armoured 
Division from June 1940, battling through 
north Africa, Italy and into Germany, ending 


with leading the victory parade into Berlin in 1945. Sadly, 
Trooper Knight from Kent did not make it to the German 
capital to celebrate victory over the Nazis. 

The car he was traveling in was attacked by enemy 
infantry four miles beyond the Paris-Dieppe round, 
which was the exact route taken after the Battle of 
Waterloo by the regiment in 1815, when it was known as 
the 11th Light Dragoons, Mr Eason said. 

His leader, Lieutenant Hunt was blown clear of the 
vehicle and wounded in the shoulder, suffering a broken 
knee and losing three fingers from his left hand. 

The driver, Trooper Edward Smith, 25, was also killed. 
Mr Eason said: “Edward and Murray lie together as they 
fought and died together. I am trying to trace anyone else 
who knew Murray for information which will be included 
in his entry. 

“I would also be very grateful if anyone could help me 
with locating memorials in churches, villages or towns 
commemorating Murray. Please give me the chance to do 
justice to this young man’s memory.” 

Mr Eason said he was about 80 per cent through trac¬ 
ing the all the soldiers and hoped to begin writing the 
book by next summer. If you can help, call him on 07896

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Nav off! Satellite systems

A CAMPAIGN to get satellite navigation compa¬ 
nies to make unsuitable roads out of bounds for 
HGVs is gaining momentum across the county. 

The problems are caused mainly by Continental truck drivers, 
particularly from Eastern Europe, entering the UK through 
Kent’s ports or the Channel Tunnel. 

Their sat-nav equipment highlights major roads as they head 
from the coast towards London and the M25, via the M2 and A2. 

But in many cases alternative access to the highways network 
is suggested along routes that are not designed to cope with 
large lorries. 

The problem is at its worst in Thanet, around Dover and near 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells. 

In one incident, residents of Mereworth couldn’t get out of 
their village after a lorry got stuck in a narrow street. 

A protest later took place in the village of Yalding to highlight 
the fears of pedestrians, particularly schoolchildren who have to 
walk along a narrow road and bridge to get to and from school. 

Safety campaigners say foreign truckers do not have the local 
knowledge to realise these roads are unsuitable. 

Buildings damaged 

And they claim kerbs get destroyed and buildings have been 
damaged. 

The sat-nav plan, by Kent Highways, has extensive backing in 
villages where residents have complained about massive trucks 
using narrow streets as rat-runs. 

Traffic planners say they want to identify roads that should be 
avoided for safety and environmental reasons so sat-nav compa¬ 
nies can upload them onto a database. 

This would then ‘red flag’ them on navigation equipment on 
board vehicles. 

A Kent Highways spokesman said: “The main purpose of the 
exercise is to get the sat-nav companies to put those roads iden¬ 
tified as unsuitable for HGVs onto their databases and also to 
produce an up-to-date preferred lorry route map to be distrib¬ 
uted to freight transport agencies. 

“In addition, we wish to identify those streets where a lack of 
signs - or drivers ignoring signs - is causing problems. 

“This may lead to changes to signs or the installation of new 
ones, or requests for enforcement action by the police.”

Restricting 

disruption 


High visibility clothing is a common sight 
these days and the reason for this is simple: 
the more visible workers are, the less likely 
they are to be involved in an accident! 
However, did you also know that high 
visibility clothing is a legal requirement 
for certain workers under the Personal 
Protective Equipment at Work Regulations 
Act (1992)? 

At Kent Highways Services, we take the safety 
of our employees and other road users very 
seriously. That’s why we consider it very 
important that our staff wear high visibility 
clothing at all times when they’re working, 
whether it’s in our depots or out on the roads. 

All our staff are supplied with fluorescent yellow 
or orange high visibility jackets and tabards, so 
that day or night, sunshine or showers, Kent 
Highway Services staff will be seen. It’s not just 
for the safety of our staff either - it’s equally 
important that other road users can clearly see 
workers for their own safety. 

High visibility clothing may not be exciting, 
but it is another important tool to help us 
keep Kent moving - safely. 


It’s frustrating - a road is dug up, or has 
repair work carried out and then a short 
time later it’s dug up again. At Kent 
Highway Services, we know how 
frustrating consecutive road works can 
be for residents and commuters, which is 
why we work very closely with utility 
companies to co-ordinate works 
wherever possible. 

Now, thanks to legislation improvements 
to the Traffic Management Act, we have 
increased powers to restrict more work 
after substantial road works have been 
carried out. Since April, the new powers 
have allowed restrictions on excavating 
the road for three years after it has been 
re-surfaced or, in the case of 
reconstruction of the road, the 
restrictions can apply for five years. 

Where there has been substantial work 
such as a main replacement or major 
drainage work, further work can be 
restricted for either 6 or 12 months, 
depending on the type of road. 

However, there are occasions when we 
have to make exceptions, for example 
emergencies such as burst mains and 
leaks, or to deal with disruption to 
customer services. 

We always appreciate the co-operation 
and patience of residents and road users 
while any works are being carried out 
and will continue looking for ways to 
further minimise disruption.

Kent Highway Services has just opened 
its new £9.7m, environmentally-friendly 
depot in Ashford. 

The new building means that, for the first 
time, the public and private sector 
organisations that make up the Kent Highway 
Services Alliance can all work together under 
the same roof. By being in the same building, 
we can improve the way we communicate and 
reduce the time it takes to plan, co-ordinate 
and carry out projects. Everything will be in 
one place, which is good news for the road 
crews in particular - they will now be able to 
spend less time collecting work schedules 
and materials from different places, and 
spend more time getting the job done. 


The depot is equipped with environmentally- 
friendly technology throughout, including 
a bio-mass boiler that uses wood pellets to 
run an under-floor heating system; a natural 
air flow system so that air conditioning is 
not necessary and infrared sensors that 
activate lights in the office. However, we 
haven’t just focused on the inside - the car 
park is constructed using recycled plastic 
and glass, and an underground storage tank 
collects rainwater to be used for filling gully 
cleaning vehicles. 


So what does all of this mean for Kent? By 
creating a flexible, high-technology depot, 
our team will be able to communicate more 
effectively and work more efficiently, 
that means we can deliver an even 
better service to Kent.

Jones and McFly band member Tom 
Fletcher are also featured in the collec¬ 
tion, from which all profits will be donat¬ 
ed to ChildLine. 

While Mr Brown’s story may have pride 
of place at the beginning of the anthology, 
the next tale belongs to eccentric 
Tunbridge Wells author Philip Ardagh. 

Mr Ardagh, 46, has written more than 
70 books, including the hugely success¬ 
ful Eddie Dickens series, and in 2005 he 
collaborated with Sir Paul McCartney to 
create the former Beatles star’s first 
children’s novel. 

He said: “Obviously they know I’m one 
of the most talented writers in the world 
so they put my story at the front. 

“They couldn’t have put it at number 
one because the Prime Minister would 
have been upset, but I’m quite happy 
with being second. 

“There’s a real mix of authors in there. 
Some are very well known, some are quite 
well known and others are unknowns. 

Distinguished 

“However, I suppose I’m the tallest at 
two metres and no doubt I have the 
bushiest beard, so that suits me just fine.” 

While many of the authors featured in 
the anthology were approached by 
Scholastic Children’s Books, Mr Ardagh 
says he contacted the publisher first. 

He explained: “It’s for such a good 
cause and there are lots of great stories 
you can dip in and out of whenever you 
feel like it. 

“Reading opens up your entire world. 
If you can’t read or write, how do you 
expect to text people, use the internet 
and get information from books? 

“If you don’t learn to read when you 
are young, it’s a lot more difficult to get 
back into it when you are older.” 

While Mr Ardagh has forged his repu¬ 
tation from years of writing, 29-year-old 
Louise Arnold is a relative newcomer to 
the profession. 

The Canterbury resident has only 
been a published author for four years 
but has already found success with her 
Invisible Friend series of children’s tales. 

She said: “This is the first time I’ve 
been asked to contribute to an antholo¬ 
gy, and to be surrounded by such distin¬ 
guished authors is the ultimate compli¬ 
ment for me. 

“It was quite a challenge to write a 
story in 366 words because my philoso¬ 
phy has always been why use one word 
when you can use 20? 

“But I’m really pleased with the fin¬ 
ished product.

“An anthology like this is really 
just like a massive sweet shop - so 
many things to pick and choose 
from, so many different styles and 
characters and worlds to wander 
through - and hopefully it will help 
children out there to find an author 
that really appeals to them, while at 
the same time helping out a fantas¬ 
tic charity. 

“You can’t ask for much more than 
that.” 

Tunbridge Wells author Cherry 
Whytock, 56, was also asked to con¬ 
tribute to the book and admits find¬ 
ing it a challenge to limit her story 
to just 366 words. 


She said: “I’ve always wanted to 
write an illustrated book with very 
little text, but it can be hard. You 
need to be able to create a character 
and a scenario with a limited num¬ 
ber of words. 

“But I was pleased with what I 
wrote and I was delighted and 
thrilled to have my work alongside 
that of some wonderful authors.” 

Former Tonbridge schoolteacher 
Nigel Hinton, Dover’s Jane Clarke 
and Ann Bryant from Cranbrook 
are also featured in Wow 366, 
which has been launched to cele¬ 
brate the 2008 National Year of 
Reading.

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Kent sculptor uses prestgious commission to offer alternative view of horses 


Culture back in the saddle

AN ARTIST from Kent has won a 
prestigious commission to exhibit 
as part of the Liverpool Capital of 
Culture 2008 events. 

Six stone sculptures of horses, with the 
tallest reaching 8ft, will be making their way 
to Cheshire for a six-week exhibition starting 
on September 2. 

Their creator, Anthony Heywood, 56, who 
lives in Sittingbourne and is head of sculp¬ 
ture at the University of Creative Arts in 
Canterbury, spoke to KOS Media about the 
inspiration behind his equestrian-themed 
works. 

“One of the things about public sculpture 
[of horses] and, in a sense, all sculpture, is 
that it is always triumphal. I wanted to bring 
a new approach, a much more informal way 
of treating the subject,” he said. 

Throughout the history of art, horses have 
often been portrayed in battle and during the 
era of the Baroque movement equine portrai¬ 
ture placed regal subjects astride their 
mounts, such as in the work of Peter Paul 
Rubens. 

This has given horses in art a somewhat 
majestic and untouchable relationship with 
the viewer, which Mr Heywood wanted to 
break down. 

“By using a traditional material for eques¬ 
trian sculpture, I have subverted that by 
placing the horse in a social context,” he said.

He spent time in the countryside photo- really know I was 
graphing and looking at horses interacting 
with each other. 

It has taken two years to complete the proj¬ 
ect and the works are ready to be viewed by 
visitors to the sculpture park at Mount 
Pleasant Gardens in Cheshire next month. 

“I looked at Degas’s ballerinas. It is like 
looking through a keyhole [into a private 
world]. It was similar, as the horses did not 


looking at them,” 
he said. Like 
Degas’ famous paintings, 


which show 
dancers backstage, in rehearsal, waiting in 
the wings and taking a break, Mr Heywood’s 
horses are shown in private moments rather 
than in battle, on the racetrack or as steeds 
of great men. His last work using an eques¬ 
trian theme was for the English National 


Opera, which saw him making a sculpture of 
a horse in a traditional pose but using mate¬ 
rials from everyday life, such as television 
sets, to “subvert the history of the tradition”. 

He said: “Artists throughout Western 
Europe have tended to treat the horse in a 
certain way. It is always on a pedestal, slight¬ 
ly out of reach and out of touch. 

“I have always thought there must be 
another way of treating the subject, some¬ 
thing people feel more of an affinity with 
rather than a formal relationship.” 

Mr Heywood is among 50 artists chosen to 
take part in the sculpture exhibition. Its 
curator, Louise Worthington, works for Tate 
Liverpool, which is showing a 
critically acclaimed Gustav 
Klimt exhibition until the end 
of the month. Liverpool was 
chosen by the EU as this 
year’s European Capital of 
Culture, giving the city the 
opportunity to showcase all 
things cultural to a wider 
audience in an attempt to 
change its international 
image and encourage 
investors. Mr Heywood said 
events were being held 
around the region, not just in 
the city. “It is fantastic and I 
am pleased to be a part of it,” he said.

Crunch increases 
town’s demand 
for food handouts

FOLKESTONE is the first town 
in the UK to see a scheme where 
tinned food donated by supermar¬ 
ket giant Sainsbury’s is distrib¬ 
uted to those on the breadline by 
the Salvation Army 

The Christian group originated its food dis¬ 
tribution programme to assist the homeless 
- but members have seen a marked increase 
in take-up of its free breakfasts and after¬ 
noon donations. 

Tony Barr, community care officer for 
Folkestone, said: “It really shows the credit 
crunch is hitting people. 

“We started out by offering free breakfasts 
and saw an increasing number of people 
coming through the doors of our centre. 

“Then Sainsbury’s stepped in offering 
tinned goods and they have been taken up 
very eagerly. 

“It seems as more and more people are 
experiencing financial problems they are 
turning to us. 

“It’s partially about the benefits system as 
well. As people change, say from sickness 
benefit to unemployment benefit, then they 
may experience a period when they have no 
money coming in.

“So they are coming to us for help - which 
we are only too pleased to offer.” 

Nationally, Sainsbury’s runs charitable 
schemes to donate food which has its packag¬ 
ing damaged. 

But Folkestone is the only town in Britain 
where the Salvation Army is the recipient. 

Louise Tallett is duty manager at the West 
Park Farm branch. 

She said: “We are very pleased to put food 
that may be wasted back into the communi¬ 
ty and when times are hard we want to help.”

SMOKERS cost the county’s 
health services £26 million a 
year. 

The NHS has to cope with 12,000 admis¬ 
sions a year as a result of smoking ciga¬ 
rettes - and now County Hall wants your 
opinion on ways to reduce this figure. 

The Department of Health is consulting 
on plans to reduce the number of people 
who smoke and on ways to prevent others 
from taking up the habit. 

The Whitehall proposals include making 
the minimum pack size 20 to stop young 
people, who can only afford packs of 10, 
from buying cigarettes. 

Another idea to stop young smokers is the 
restriction of cigarette vending machines, 
either by banning them completely or 
restricting their use to adults. It has also 
been proposed that shops will have to keep 
cigarettes under the counter. 

It is estimated that more than 200,000 
under-16s start smoking each year. 
Although this is lower than a decade ago, 
these smokers are still three times more 
likely to die of cancer due to smoking than 
someone who starts in their mid-20s. 

Kent County Council cabinet member for 
public health, Cllr Graham Gibbens, said: 
“Despite much progress over the past 
decade, with 1.9 million fewer smokers 


Incinerator 
deal loses 
KCC Elm 
as recycling 
profits soar 

A BUSINESS decision taken a decade ago 
by Kent County Council now looks to be 
costing the authority almost £1 million a 
year in lost profit. 

So-called ‘green gold’ has become an 
important source of revenue for councils 
recently with cash for such things as card¬ 
board, newspapers and plastic bottles able 
to be used to fund public services. 

But a decision to take on a contract with 
an incinerator has led to KCC missing out 
on much of this potential windfall. 

The price of recycled materials has 
risen so sharply that less than half way into 
a 25-year deal with a private company spe¬ 
cialising in incineration, KCC wants to 
renegotiate. 

“At the time it looked a good deal,” said 
Cllr Keith Ferrin the county council’s cabi¬ 
net member for environmental and waste 
services. 

“Ten years later I would say ‘never again’. 
If I could get out of the long-term contract I 
have inherited, I would do that. 

Valuable 

“Over the course of a year we could make 
just under £1 million profit.” 

The agreement reached was for a private 
contractor to incinerate 320,000 tonnes of 
waste annually. This was to be in a facility 
that is not yet operational. 

In the current marketplace much of the 
rubbish is too valuable to burn and much of 
the plastic the council formerly had 
removed is now requested by companies in 
exchange for cash. 

Serious price increases in such sub¬ 
stances as copper - 15 times more valuable 
than it was six years ago - have sparked 
the recycling boom. 

Paul Bettison, chairman of the Local 
Government Association’s environmental 
board, wants local councils to be made 
aware they could be wasting potentially 
huge profits. 

“We need to get the message to our 
authorities and say let’s see what we can 
get out of this without taking silly risks.” 


NHS in Kent counts 

the cost of smoking 


since 1998, smoking is still the biggest killer in 
England. 

“Smoking-related disease kills 87,000 people 
a year, almost the equivalent to the entire pop¬ 
ulation of towns such as Ashford, Dover or 
Tonbridge and Mailing.” 

Kent’s public health director, Meradin 
Peachey, said: “We want to know what people in 
Kent think about these new proposals. 

“One year on from the introduction of the 
smoking ban in public places, these new pro¬ 


posals aim to take things one step further. Do 
people agree or disagree?” 

The Kent Alliance on Smoking and Health 
(KASH) is canvassing public opinion on the 
consultation. Go to www.kent.gov.uk, where 
participants can choose to support one of four 
key statements and then comment further on 
how they wish to see tobacco being tackled in 
the future. 

The four statements include supporting a 
long-term plan to protect future generations, 


and a plan to support removing all tobacco 
products from displays, including ending vend¬ 
ing machines. 

The third statement is to support the intro¬ 
duction of plain packaging on all tobacco prod¬ 
ucts, and the final statement supports the need 
for an improved strategy to tackle tobacco 
smuggling.

A CENTURY of glamour will be 
celebrated in Folkestone on 
Wednesday with a commemora¬ 
tion of the first Miss World 
Competition. 

This was held in August, 1908, in the 
Hippodrome Theatre sited on long-gone 
Victoria Pier that jutted out into the 
English Channel from the shoreline below 
The Leas. 

The Grand Hotel will be the venue for the 
commemorative event that will feature cur¬ 
rent Folkestone beauty queens in 
Edwardian costume. 

One hundred years ago England put in 
five contestants, including Maud Watson 
and Winnie Osborn from Folkestone and 
Dorothy Crispin from Dover. 

France contributed Parisian Dory Ta, 
Suzanne Challer and Andree Giuillard - 
although a planned appearance from the 
‘fisher girls’ who gutted the catch every day 
in Boulogne did not materialise. 

Two Irish sisters with the name of 
Connor did turn up though, as did Virginia 
Harrison who caught a steamer from New 
York to represent the USA. 

The only other contestant was Asta 
Fleming from Austria, who finished second. 

English rose Nellie Jarman, 18, from 
Surrey won - her prize a piano worth £37 - 
with local beauty Winnie in third place. 

One notable absentee was the German 
Kaiser, who it was rumoured would be 
there but didn’t turn up. 



Protesting over votes for women were a 
large number of suffragettes, all wearing 
sailor hats and carrying banners, who were 
kept in check by a number of soldiers. 

Reports at the time spoke of a “mad rush” to 
get inside as hundreds thronged the area. 

Voting for the winners was by the audience, 
who “gave vent to their pent up feelings and 
cheered for 15 minutes while the audience 
played Rule Britannia”. Some girls were 
received in silence, others with applause, but 
several with “loud laughter”. 

Another winner was Dory Ta - who used her 
newfound popularity to get a role as dancer at 
the theatre for the rest of the week.

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‘Vaccination rates are good in Medway 
compared to other parts of the country, 
with 76 per cent of children having had 
two MMR vaccinations by the age of 
four, but not high enough to prevent a 
potential outbreak of measles. 

“Measles can be a very serious infec¬ 
tion causing pneumonia and encephali¬ 
tis, and is sometimes fatal. 

“We encourage parents to ensure their 
children are fully immunised against 
measles, mumps and rubella.” 

The percentage of children immunised 
by their second birthday in west Kent 
has fluctuated from 89 per cent between 
April and June, 2007, down to 77 per 
cent between October and December, 
2007, and then back up to 80 per cent 
between January and March this year. 

Percentages nationally for the same 
time periods were 92 per cent, 83 per 
cent and 83 per cent again respectively. 

Declan O’Neill, assistant director of 
public health for NHS West Kent, said: 
‘We fully support the Department of 
Health drive to ensure every child up to 
the age of 18 is vaccinated against 
measles. 

“The Health Protection Agency has 
highlighted a risk of a large measles out¬ 
break of between 30,000 and 100,000 
cases, the majority in London. 

“NHS West Kent’s proximity to south 
east London makes this drive even more 
important and we will be working close¬ 
ly with GPs across our area to ensure all 
parents with children who have not 
already been vaccinated have the oppor¬ 
tunity now.” 

Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT - 


which is responsible for about 
710,000 people living in Swale, 
Ashford, Canterbury, Thanet and 
Dover - has also seen a drop in 
MMR uptake rates in recent 
years. 

The percentage of children 
immunised by their second birth¬ 
day has fallen from 88 per cent in 
the final quarter of2006, to 84 per 
cent in the first quarter of 2007 
and to 79 per cent in the final 
quarter of 2007. 

However, spokesman Gary 
Mcfegan said the PCT was 
expecting to see a rise when the 
figures for the first quarter of 
2008 are released. 

He added: “The Department of 
Health is very clear that its own 
experts say parents who have not 
had their children vaccinated 
with the MMR vaccine should do 
so as soon as possible. 


“The department also says the 
evidence on MMR is very clear - 
there is no link between the vac¬ 
cine and autism. 

“The MMR vaccine take-up rate 
is not high enough to cancel out 
the threat of a measles outbreak. 

“Measles is a serious illness and 
in some cases it can be fatal. 
Delaying immunisation puts chil¬ 
dren at risk.” 

The previous success of the 
MMR vaccination programme 
reduced the number of measles 
cases to very low levels for a num¬ 
ber of years. 

Between 1992 and 2006 there 
were no deaths from acute 
measles in England. 

However, there was one in 2006 
and another this year.

A MEASLES epidemic could 
hit Kent if uptake rates of 
MMR vaccinations do not con¬ 
tinue to improve. 

That is the warning from the county’s 
three primary care trusts (PCTs), which 
are urging parents to ensure their chil¬ 
dren are fiilly protected against the 
increased threat from the potentially 
lethal disease. 

About 95 per cent of England’s popula¬ 
tion needs to be vaccinated to protect 
against a widespread outbreak of 
measles, but uptake rates in Kent are 
lower than that figure. 

Immunisation rates began to fall fol¬ 
lowing a controversial study, published 
10 years ago, linking MMR with autism. 

Although medics and the Government 
have worked hard to dismiss the study, 
public confidence in the jab has still not 
been fully restored. 

Last week the Department of Health 
asked all PCTs to offer the vaccine to 
children up to the age of 18 not already 
fully protected. 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of health 
for Medway PCT, said: “We fully support 
the MMR catch-up campaign, which ini¬ 
tially focuses on children and young peo¬ 
ple aged 13 months to 18 years who have 
not had an MMR vaccine.

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Pair assaulted after walking 
away from kebab shop row 


A MAN ended up in hospital after he was 
attacked by a gang late at night. 

The 34-year-old and his friend had got into a 
row with a group of youths in a kebab shop in 
Ashford High Street. 

Police officers were called and the dispute 
was settled. 

The pair then walked away in the direction 
of the Ring Road, but they were followed by 
the group, who attacked them again. 

Police were called and the 34-year-old was 
taken to hospital suffering from multiple frac¬ 
tures to his face and head. 

He was transferred to a London hospital for 
treatment. 

The assault happened on Sunday, July 27, 
from 2.55-3.15am. 

“This was a vicious attack on the two men. 
The attackers deliberately armed themselves 


and followed their victim,” said Det Con Matt 
Cook. “I would also like to speak to a young 
woman who I believe was seen with the group 
during the incident. 

“She is described as white, aged late teens to 
early 20s, has long, light brown hair and was 
wearing denim shorts, a pale coloured top with 
a beige top knotted over her shoulders and 
white trainers. 

“She may have important information about 
the assault. 

“I am also keen to talk to a man seen walk¬ 
ing behind County Square towards the 
Godinton Road area and road works at about 
3.15am.” 

Two 19-year-olds and one 16-year-old, all 
male, have been arrested in connection with 
the assault, and bailed pending further 
inquiries.

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Swim

FIVE high-flying businessmen 
from New York are travelling to 
Kent to swim the Channel to raise 
awareness of a genetic disorder that 
can cause lung and liver disease. 

David Moore, Jeff Bodenmann, Steve Reiss, 
Richard Abramson and Steve Bookbinder are 
set to swap their suits for swimming trunks 
to complete the 21-mile challenge from Dover 
to Calais next Sunday. 

The team members, who have athletic and 
competitive swimming backgrounds, were 
inspired to take up the Channel challenge 
after swimming 28 miles around Manhattan 
Island last year. 

Their friend, Ed Mikell, suggested they 
raise money and awareness for Alpha-1 
antitrypsin deficiency. 

Mr Bookbinder said: “After completing 
the Manhattan swim our relay team was 1“ 
eager to up the ante and find an even 
bigger swim challenge. 

“We decided we would tackle the 
English Channel the following summer. 

As word spread about our swim, friends 
and colleagues kept coming up to us to 
offer their best wishes. 

“So many of them wanted to show 
their support that we were open to the 
suggestion of aligning our swim with the 
Alpha-1 cause, so everyone who wanted 
could have a vehicle to support the team. 

“The decision has proven a win-win- 
win for us, Alpha-1 and our loyal support¬ 
ers who can post their support online.” 

Transplants 

Mr Mikell, who lives in Commack, 

New York, has two grandchildren with 
the condition and said the aim was to 
educate people about Alpha-1. 

The team is hoping to raise $10,000 
(£5,300) for the charity, the Alpha-1 
Foundation, and so far they are $3,000 
towards the target. 

Alpha 1, which is caused by a damaged 
chromosome 14 and affects the lungs 
and also sometimes the liver, can cause 
emphysema and chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease (COPD) in adults. It can 
lead to patients needing lung or liver 
transplants and reduces life expectancy. 

One in 25 people in the UK carry the 
gene and one in 2,700 babies are bom 
with the full syndrome although it usu¬ 
ally does not become apparent until the 
patient is over 50 years old. 

Mr MikelTs youngest grandson, Cooper 
Castellone, was only a few weeks old when 
he suffered total blockage in his liver and 
was diagnosed with the condition. 

The family then had his brothers tested 
for Alpha-1, they found Biyce had the con¬ 
dition, but the eldest Tyler did not, he said. 

“While we were initially devastated, 
in some respects we are fortunate

that Cooper was diagnosed so early,” Mr 
Mikell said. 

“Otherwise, we wouldn’t have known that 
two of our three grandsons had this disorder.” 

People with Alpha-1 should not smoke or 
be around people who do, and to avoid unnec¬ 


essary damage to the liver it is important 
they do not drink and eat a health fruit and 
vegetable packed diet. 

Mr Mikell said raising awareness about the 
importance of early detection and money for 
further research into the condition had 


become his “mission”, so that more treatments 
and eventually a cure will become available.

Delivering The Legacy 


THE handover of the Olympic 
flag will kick-start a campaign to 
ensure Kent is fully prepared for 
the 2012 games. 

A variety of festivals, workshops and 
displays will be held across the comity to 
mark the ceremony on August 24, which 
symbolises the end of Beijing’s four-year 
Olympic term and the beginning of London’s. 

Kent County Council cabinet member Cllr 
Mike Hill, who is also a member of the Kent 
Campaign for the 2012 Games committee, 
said the date was an important milestone in 
the county’s preparations for the event. 

He explained: “Up until now it’s all been 
about Beijing and we have been under a lot 
of pressure from Locog (London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic Games) not to 
push forward with our promotion until the 
current Games are over. 

“That all changes on August 24 though and 
the initiative can really swing into gear.” 

Cllr Hill said one focus of the Kent cam¬ 
paign was to maximise the benefits the

Games will bring to the county such as 
increased visitor numbers and athletes need¬ 
ing sports facilities to train in. 

He added: “The other is to use the 
Olympics as a catalyst to encourage all 
aspects of sport and physical fitness, particu¬ 
larly with young people. 

“We are in a unique position right between 
London and the Continent and we can 
really benefit here. 

“There are plenty of children in our 
schools who can gain inspiration from the 
Olympics and although 2012 may come 
too soon for many of them, now is the time 
to get them involved.” 

Olympic flags will be raised in every 
town celebrating the handover to mark 
the beginning of a day of activities. 

In Dover a street party will be held from 
noon until 9pm, with fireworks, dancing 
and stilt walkers all set to feature.

TO JOURNALISTS, eco¬ 
nomics is sexy - it makes 
headlines every day 
Geography is all about 
the world around us - 
even if you can’t read a 
map, I bet you have a 
sense of place and your 
own environment. 

Yet, in schools these two sub¬ 
jects are becoming endangered 
species in the white (and black) 
board jungle, while economics 
flowers mainly at university level. 
Why, at a time when what’s going 
on in the world impacts on all our 
daily lives? 

Is it cultural? In other words, we 
couldn’t care less what happens in 
the rest of the world - a percep¬ 
tion underlined by the lack of for¬ 
eign news coverage in our mass 
market newspapers. 

Or is there something wrong 
with our priorities within educa¬ 
tion? I suspect the latter. 

The latest yearly figures about 
students entering teaching show 
that only three - yes, just three - 
economics teachers were trained 
in the whole of England, com¬ 
pared with 84 the previous year, 
and 751 in geography, compared 
with 813 the year before. 

The report’s author, Professor 
Alan Smithers, of the University 
of Buckingham’s Centre for 
Education and Employment 
Research said economics risks 
dying out as a school subject. 

I taught economics for many 
years at an international college

in Cambridge, and the foreign 
students perceived the subject to 
be very important. 

They were willing to pay good 
money to learn it, and I’d bet 
that’s why there’ll always be uni¬ 
versity economics departments. 

This is reflected in the numbers 
of students taking pre-uni exams. 
While the number taking econom¬ 
ics at GCSE has halved since 
2001, the number taking A-levels 
has remained about the same - 
the international effect again. 

However, in geography both the 
numbers taking GCSE and A- 
level have fallen by one-sixth. And 
many universities are completely 
axing or cutting back their geog¬ 
raphy departments. Interestingly, 
it’s not very popular with interna¬ 
tional students. 

Geography, at least, is part of 
the National Curriculum to age 
14, but economics is not even in it. 

So, what’s the problem? Prof 
Smithers says economics is a diffi¬ 
cult subject, requiring a strong 


grasp of mathematics, but that’s 
true only in the upper levels. 

And I speak from experience, 
although I trained as a geography 
teacher I ended up teaching main¬ 
ly economics, business studies 
and media studies. I learnt my 
economics ‘on the job’ starting as a 
City reporter on a national news¬ 
paper just as the global economy 
went into freefall when oil prices 
surged four-fold in 1973. 

Teachers haven’t helped them¬ 
selves -1 hate to say this, but too 
many do as they’re told rather 
than protest, although the SATs 
cock-up may give them a wake-up 
call. As a result, large chunks of 
geography are now taught in 
physics and chemistry, and eco¬ 
nomics tends to get lumped in 
with business studies. 

Economics was called ‘the dis¬ 
mal science’ by Victorian histori¬ 
an Thomas Carlyle - but that was 
after reading the grim population 
and food predictions of the 
Reverend Thomas Robert

Malthus, which, frankly, is 
enough to make anyone put his or 
her head in the oven. 

Dismal it ain’t, if taught proper¬ 
ly - and recently there’s been a 
move to get away from highly the¬ 
oretical themes and look at what 
actually happens in the market¬ 
place from ethical and political 
points of view. 

I put forward that idea at a top- 
level conference of economists at 
Cambridge in 2003. At the time it 
was quite radical, but it was well- 
received. (Email me for a copy of 
the paper). 

In geography, the internet and 
instant communications have 
probably taken away most of the 
‘wow’ factor, but there are still 
basic skills needed for town plan¬ 
ning, environmental engineering 
and navigation - if the sat nav 
packs up or you’re cut off in your 
boat at sea you need to know 
what to do.

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by the Taliban. The irony is that the 
Northern Alliance rule with a very 
reactionary and oppressive brand of Islamic 
fundamentalism which is at least as bad as, if 
not worse than that of the Taliban. The 
Revolutionary Association of the Women of 
Afghanistan put it best: “The US created a 
government from those people responsible for 
massacres”. 

Human Rights Watch have listed raping 
looting and burning of houses as just a few of 
the many breaches of international law 
carried out by the Northern Alliance. The 
impression of Afghanistan we are so often 
given by mainstream media is of towns 
occupied with a heavy NATO presence with 
buzz words such as ‘improvement’ and 
‘progress’ dominating. But for the regions 
under the control of the Northern Alliance 
warlords (which constitute most of the 
country) there is little coverage. 

When reporters talk of the war against the 
Taliban “being won” by English and 
American troops they would do well to heed 
Gilbert Achcar’s assertion that “the United 
States, by its presence in Afghanistan is 
presently fueling the Taliban’s comeback... 

US troops are deeply resented and hated by a 
major section of the Afghan population”. It is 
safe to assume that the same applies to 
British troops. 

The invasion of Afghanistan was an 
atrocious crime. In November, 2001, the 
Afghan opposition leader Abdul Haq bitterly 
condemned the bombings in an interview 
with the Guardian stating that there was a 
real chance that the Taliban could have been 
overthrown from within and that the 
invasion was undermining those efforts. More 
atrocious than that, an article in 
International Security was published stating 
“because humanitarian aid was disrupted by 
U.S military strikes, millions of Afghans are 
atrisk of starvation”. 

In light of what has been mentioned above 
I find it positively obscene to applaud our 
occupation of the wartom Afghan nation. 
Whatever small regional victories may have 


been won it remains the case that the initial 
invasion was unnecessary and entirely 
immoral and our continued presence is a 
cause of violence not a solution to it. The fact 
that the insurgency have switched from 
conventional fighting to suicide bombings 
indicates only that achieving peace and 
preventing civilian casualties will be even 
more difficult in the future and is in no way 
indicative of a ‘victory’ for Britain. 

A military presence has been made 
necessary in Afghanistan but the US and the 
UK should not be part of that. The only 
responsibility we have is to do what the 
indigenous population wants (and that is for 
Britain and the USA to leave) and to pay 
massive reparations to help rebuild the 
country. If the welfare of the Afghan people 
was a priority for London and Washington 
then there would be a truly democratic 
government in place rather than a group of 
warlords. 

The anti-war movement is demanding 
‘troops out’ but the strategic gains involved 
are too great for policymakers to worry about 
human rights.

Renewables are the way 

Nigel Farage is completely wrong (Opinion, 
August 10). The main route to dealing with 
our energy needs to become energy efficient. 

Energy demand in this country could easily 
be cut by 20 per cent and up to 50 per cent is 
possible. 

This is the quickest and easiest way to 
reduce household energy bills, through 
insulation, and to improve the use of energy 
in both private and public sectors. 

We can deploy solar water heating units 
and solar panels for schools and hospitals as 
well, to reduce the energy bills in these 
sectors. 

Renewables can supply all our energy 
needs from diverse sources, as a number of 
recent reports have shown. Kent has 
enormous potential to supply sustainable 
biomass for creating gas to reduce natural 
gas imports. 

Offshore wind farms can supply up to eight 
times the electricity the UK uses now, since 
the British Isles has the best potential for 
wind power in Europe. 

If we combine this with measures such as 
tidal and river barrages, wider use of ground 
source heat pumps, battery storage of 
renewably-generated electricity, changing 
over from petrol and diesel vehicles to 
electric, compressed air and biofuel driven 
ones, making solar tiles a standard roofing 
material, reclaiming used cooking oil as a fuel 
and ensuring all new buildings are energy 
self-sufficient, then there is no conceivable 
barrier to carbon free energy meeting all our 
needs all year round. 

Iceland meets 76 per cent of its energy 
demand from renewables; Austria gets 78 per 
cent of its electricity from renewables. 

There are no coal-fired power stations in 


the world using carbon capture and storage. 

This is neither a proven nor is it a costed 
technology. Given our need to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions rapidly to avoid 
dangerous climate change, we cannot build a 
coal-fired power station at Kingsnorth. 

And we do not need to, as there are so 
many other safer ways to meet our energy 
needs. 

Just as the private sector is committed to 
building the London Array wind farm in the 
Thames Estuary, it will bear the bulk of 
spending on other offshore wind farms 
because it is profitable, so Mr Farage’s claim 
of £100 billion of public spending on offshore 
wind farms is inaccurate. 

He should bear in mind that all coal and 
nuclear power stations built in this country 
to date have been built using public funds, 
and extra subsidies in the case of coal. 

Offshore wind can generate electricity at 
half the cost of that possible by new nuclear 
stations. 

And a new coal-fired power station at 
Kingsnorth would use imported coal, which is 
bad for our balance of payments. 

Mr Farage’s approach is to deny the UK the 
employment and environmental benefits of 
energy efficiency and renewable energy, 
which is very much against the national 
interest.

High cost of clean coal 

The idea that ‘the lights will go out’ unless 
we have the Kingsnorth power station or 
nuclear power is not right: 

• Nuclear power stations and ‘clean’ coal- 
fired power stations cannot be built quickly 
enough to fill the supposed ‘energy gap’. 

• Most renewable sources of power are 
quick to build. And there are more than 
enough of them to meet UK needs (see 
www.mng.org.uk/gh/spreadsheet.html). 

The idea that renewables are ‘too expensive’ 
is not right: 

• Although carbon capture and storage 
(CCS) has not yet been demonstrated on any 
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power station, it is likely that ‘clean’ coal will 
prove to be one of the most expensive sources 
of electricity. 

• When all the environmental and hidden 
costs are factored in, nuclear power is one of 
the most expensive sources of electricity (see 
www.mng.org.uk/gh/no_nukes.htm). 

Here is a way of safeguarding against any 
possibility of a temporary shortfall in 
electricity supplies: 

• The Government should introduce a 
vigorous programme of‘zero-carbon eco- 
renovation’ of existing buildings as described 
on www.mng.org.uk/gh/ecorenovation.htm. 
Germany already has a programme of eco- 
renovation to bring existing buildings as close 
as possible to the ‘passivhaus’ standard. 

• Since most buildings are heated by gas, 
this would mean large savings in the amount 
of gas that the UK is using for heating. 

• If there is any shortfall in electricity 
supplies, some of the gas that has been 
saved by eco-renovation may be used for 
generating electricity. 

• Naturally, any gas that is used in that 
way should be burned in combine-heat-and- 
power emits (CHP) to make maximum use of 
waste heat from electricity generation. 

The Stem report has made it clear that we 
must start spending money now to avoid 
much larger costs later. Renewables with 
energy conservation are the way forward.

Threat from ragwort 

Many supporters have contacted us recently 
to voice their concerns about ragwort, which 
is blooming at the moment. As every horse 
owner and farmer knows, ragwort contains 
toxins which can have debilitating or fatal 
consequences if eaten by horses and other 
grazing animals. 

Ragwort has its place in the countryside; it 
supports a wide variety of invertebrates and 
is a major nectar source for many insects, but 
it must be controlled, especially where there 
are horses and livestock. Land stewardship 
and animal husbandry are both huge 
responsibilities and I know that they are 
taken seriously by farmers, but it is 
important that the dangers posed by ragwort 
reach the widest possible audience. 

There is a growing concern that some 
public bodies who own land, such as local 
authorities, are not taking the problem 
seriously and managing their land 
appropriately, but there is no excuse; a code 
of practice on how to stop the spread of 
ragwort is available from Defra. 

The Countryside Alliance will be writing to 
all local authorities and other bodies in the 
coming weeks to remind them that they have 
a duty to control ragwort on their land and 
must be vigilant, especially where their land 
abuts farmland. 

The threat ragwort poses to animals cannot 
be underestimated and is something that all 
landowners, whether public or private, must 
take seriously.

Education pays dividends 


FOR every £1 a student at Mid-Kent College 
invests into their education they receive a 
further £3.50 in their future income, a new 
study reveals, writes Lexy Payne. 

The report also shows the countys econo¬ 
my benefits to the tune of £119.8 million a 
year as a result of the college carrying out its 
day-to-day business. 

The Socio-Economic Impact Study was car¬ 
ried out at 157 colleges, including Mid-Kent 
College that was found to have a financial 
benefit for taxpayers and the local economy 

The college receives £24 million of 
funding from the public every year; the 
study reveals that seven per cent of all 
taxpayers’ annual investment in the 


college could be returned in real money. 

American consultants Economic Modeling 
Specialists Incorporated carried out the 
study. The firm assessed colleges to show the 
financial benefits, not only for students but 
also for local businesses and the economy. 

The results of the study come as no sur¬ 
prise for the principal and chief executive of 
Mid-Kent College, Stephen Grix. “The work 
we do makes a real difference,” he said. 

“Not only do we contribute to the vitality of 
local and national communities through the 
positive impact we have on the economy, but 
also on a smaller scale, and at an individual 
level, we increase students’ future incomes, 
and, ultimately, enrich their lives.”

IS THE latest Ford Fiesta poised to 
be the new Model T in terms of 
global influence? 

Don’t rule it out, despite the hype surround¬ 
ing Ford’s all-new supermini. 

The ‘Tin Lizzie’ became a legend as the first 
mass-produced and affordable car and the 
Fiesta could become the first truly global car. 

The omens are good because the first produc¬ 
tion T rolled off the production line in 1908 and 
the latest Fiesta has arrived a century later. 

It comes to the UK and Europe in a few 
weeks, priced from £8,695 - £155 less than its 
outgoing equivalent - and will be rolled out 
across the world by 2010. 

The thinking behind this car has been 
described as ‘One Ford’: “A single, global com¬ 
pany designing and building cars for a single, 
global customer base, not divided by regional 
or national borders.” 

The Fiesta is also arriving at a time when 
the whole world is focused on climate change 



OLD FAVOURITE: The environmentally 
friendly Fiesta will sell with Ford’s ECOnetic 
sub-branding, a long way off the first models 

and soaring fuel and raw materials prices, pro¬ 
moting universal interest in smaller, more effi¬ 
cient cars. 

And while the Fiesta employs conventional 
technology, its new ultra-green ECOnetic ver¬ 
sion (from £11,845) is creating great interest 
ahead of launch. This model can average well 
over 70+mpg and emit a road tax exempt 
98gm/km of C02. 


The new Fiesta is also designed to please 
visually too; Ford says style was at the top of 
the wish list whether customers were in 
Nanjing, Detroit or Cologne. 

Appetites were whetted with the stunning 
Verve concept car - along with hopes that the 
name might also replace Fiesta - and Ford 
stressed that it wanted the five-door to retain 
the coupe-style lines of the three-door version 
rather than succumbing to a more ‘practical’ 
silhouette as adopted by rival designs. 

Interestingly, Ford also chose to keep the 
car’s on-road ‘footprint’ close to the size of the 
previous car, while also trimming around 40 
kilos from its weight depending on powertrain 
and despite weight gained by new safety fea¬ 
tures and sound insulation. 

This bucks the recent trend towards bigger 
superminis such as the latest Vauxhall Corsa, 
Renault Clio and Peugeot 207. 

The additional insulation is part of Ford’s 
ambition to set new NVH or noise, vibration 
standards for small cars.

DAIHATSU 

Innovation for Tomorrow 
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New Mercedes coupe 
calls for double-take 




LOOK once at the new Mercedes- 
Benz CLC and it is a muscular 
coupe based on the latest highly 
competent C-Class saloon. 

Look twice and it is a warmed over Sports 
Coupe based on the previous C-Class, mas¬ 
querading behind the grille and lines of the 
latest car. 

And yet it feels like a new car. 

Mercedes does not deny it has ‘doctored’ the 
old motor, but points out that only the roof and 
doors survive and more than 1,000 compo¬ 
nents are new, while the drive is a revelation; 
the car look less ‘hairdresser’ and handles 
more in keeping with its bolshier styling. 

To overcome would-be buyers’ understandable 
cynicism though, Mercedes has even created an 
online test drive www.CLCdreamtestdrive.com 
allowing people to thrash it through the virtu¬ 
al streets of London. 

But while the CLC deserves a second look 
for its credibility, especially with the all-new 
rival BMW 1-Series Coupe as a trendy alter¬ 


native, it rates even closer inspection for pric¬ 
ing - for less than £20,000, you can have a 
Merc coupe with all the brand cachet, without 
apologising for its looks or handling. 

And this is a genuine four-seat coupe, as 
proved by Driving’s trip to the Motor Show in 
London (see pages 58-59); yours truly trans¬ 
ported a three-man Motors TV video crew plus 
cameras and other gear tucked beneath the 
rear hatch. 

Apart from a few jokey ‘Are we there yet 
dad?’ wisecracks from the back there were no 
complaints. The little Merc coped with every¬ 
thing thrown at it in terms of comfort too, 
apart from the air con failing to cope with 
‘four-up’ on a hot humid day. 

Psychologically, the panoramic roof - part of 
a £1,400 extras package on our CLC 200CDI - 
was also a double-edged sword. It warded off 
claustrophobia for the lads in the back, but not 


even its smoked/treated glass could persuade 
us that the sun was not frying us to a crisp - 
we completed the journey with sunroof and 
windows open. 

Having proved the CLC could cope with a 
motorway commute fully laden, I later 
stretched it on country roads and discovered 
how much the old Sports Coupe’s equally flab¬ 
by ride quality and cornering had been sorted; 
this revised car copes well and even the rela¬ 
tively modest 122bhp of the test car - a 150bhp 
version of the same 2,148cc turbodiesel is the 
likely best-seller - made the car feel assured. 

The CLC also seems well-built and standard 
kit is reasonable though not overly generous, 
probably to keep the CLC below that psycho¬ 
logical £20,000 barrier, but the M-B marketing 
machine has been astute with the options 
packages and our car had the £1,050 five- 
speed auto ‘box with steering wheel

Vauxhall Agila 


ON the face of it, the Vauxhall 
Agila is a car that other people love 
to see a motoring writer drive. 

It’s payback time for the Jags, Beemers, 
Mercs and glamorous turbocharged nutter 
cars that we would all like to drive, but only 
lucky so-and-sos like me get to play with. 

“Yeah, serves him right,” they mutter as I 
dawdle off down the road in my high roof blue 
rinse wagon. 

Well, this might sound like protesting too 
much, but I like the new Agila and all the more 
so for being a mongrel that turned out all right. 

Fortunately, it is far removed from its prede¬ 
cessor, a re-badged Suzuki Wagon-R - one of 
several 1990s Japanese cars cobbled together 
from wrecked greenhouses and attached to 
cereal boxes with Meccano inside. 

They were cheap, but hopped about so badly 
that the elderly types who bought them were 
actually the last people needing such seating 
and suspension discomfort. 

And Vauxhall probably should have axed the 
Agila name in favour of something new for 
this replacement, as Suzuki has done with its 
own version of the same car - the Splash. 

Then again, the new Agila is good enough to

banish old nightmares and shows what differ¬ 
ent carmakers can bring to a party: Suzuki 
turned up with the excellent Swift supermini 
platform while VauxhaH’s General Motors par¬ 
ent chipped in with experience of the ‘mono¬ 
cab’ or MPV market. 

You can almost imagine Vauxhall designers 
who brought us the sector leading Zafira seven- 
seater and clever little Meriva insisting, “.. .and 
this time we are NOT putting our badge on 


another bloody wrecked greenhouse...” 

The cross-breeding worked; the new Agila is 
a five-door supermini MPV with a tall stance 
minus the ridiculous leaning and fidgety ride 
usually associated with lofty creations on 
short wheelbases. 

Vauxhall is unlikely to create a sporting 
VXR version, but given the more powerful 1.2- 
litre petrol engine or the 1.3-litre diesel as 
tested here, the Agila is lively enough and 


keeps composure on a winding road, though 
our car was helped by the optional £400 elec¬ 
tronic stability programme (ESP). 

The Agila has an edge over its Suzuki sister 
by also featuring a frugal three-cylinder 1.0- 
litre petrol option (from £7,595) that, along 
with the significantly dearer diesel (from 
£10,495), qualifies for the cheapest payable 
road tax band (£35/year). 

However, this junior engine needs working

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sometimes, which the Agila’s mini-concert hall 
of a cabin amplifies rather too well. 

Then again, the car is marketed as Tlex in the 
City’ and the 1.0-litre fits the bill with all the 
versatility of previous Flex System Vauxhalls 
like the Zafira and Meriva plus the easy parking 
and economy required by an urban family. 

While I can’t quite see ‘Chelsea 
and Tunbridge Wells tractor’ owners deserting 
to the Agila in droves, it really is all the 


car that townies need most of the time. 

Yes, the boot is small like most MPVs, but fold 
one rear seat down and you have loads more 
space while retaining two seats in the back and 
excellent all-round head and leg room. 

The dash layout and thoughtful stowage is 
up to the standards ofVauxhall’s MPVs too and 
generous standard kit includes air con, but the 
car struggles for interior quality; the seats are

Soaring cost of 
motoring helps 
drive up bike 
sales by a fifth 


STEVELOADER 


MOTORCYCLE registrations 
leapt 22 per cent in July, fuelling 
speculation that motoring costs are 
finally causing a much-hyped 
switch from four wheels to two. 

The trade’s Motor Cycle Industry 
Association (MCI) said ‘powered two-wheeler’ 
or PTW sales in July were 14,306 - an 
increase of 2,578 over the same month last 
year. 

Total PTW registrations for the first seven 
months of the year are up one per cent at 
87,551 - in stark contrast to the UK car mar¬ 
ket, which fell almost 13 per cent last month 
and is nearly 3 per cent down so far this year. 

“Against the backdrop of the credit crunch, 
inflation and economic uncertainty, this has 
been an up and down year for the market,” 
said the MCI’s Craig Carey-Clinch. 

“But there are signs people are switching to 
two wheels in order to make daily travel and 
commuting easier and cheaper. 

“Dealers report very high interest from new 
customers in practical commuter-type bikes, 
and test centres are booked solid with people 
wanting to take bike tests ahead of the test 
changes due to take effect in October. 


“The July figures are good and the industry 
is cautiously optimistic that people are looking 
seriously at two-wheeled alternatives to cars 
and public transport.” 

This view is supported by the fact that, while 
most types of bike saw gains last month, there 
is a clear trend emerging towards practical, 
multi-use and everyday bikes. 

Scooter and moped sales increased by 
almost 27 per cent and 34.5 per cent respec¬ 
tively in July, while naked class motorcycles 
continued to perform strongly with a 46.5 per 
cent increase. 

The adventure sport and custom sectors also 
showed strong gains, helped by the exploits of 
actors Ewan McGregor and Charley Boorman 
in their real-life adventures Long Way Round 
and Long Way Down. 

The only category to show a decline in the 
month was trail and enduro bikes with a 7.9 
per cent fall. 

The biggest selling bikes in July were two 
Yamaha 125cc models, the YZF R125 (338 
units) and the YBR 125 (277 units), reflecting 
an increasing demand for smaller-engine 
machines for local commuting or as a substi¬ 
tute for a second car. 

PTW registrations of bikes of up to 50cc 
increased by over 35 per cent and engines 
from 51cc to 125cc increased by almost 31 per 
cent. Bikes with engines from 651cc to l,000cc 
increased by 40 per cent, driven by demand for 
adventure sport, custom and naked bikes. 

Carey-Clinch added: “Time wasted in con¬ 
gestion, expensive and uncomfortable public

transport, high parking and congestion 
charges as well as the massive costs of car 
ownership coupled to rising costs of living 
make a moped, scooter or motorcycle increas¬ 
ingly attractive. 

“A PTW is a real and viable alternative that 
can cut journey times, is easier to park, low 
cost to run and helps cut C02 emissions. 
There’s probably never been a stronger reason 
to switch to two wheels.”

Market comment: Barry Keen, sales manager, EC Bate, Dartford 


THERE are people being panicked to get 
on a bike ahead of the new licence system, 
but we’ve had this sort of scaremongering 
before and it generally sorts itself out. 

There will be a bit of a bottleneck on tak¬ 
ing tests though because the Driving 
Standards Agency hasn’t really organised 
enough test sites yet. 

On sales, we’ve had quite a few cus¬ 
tomers coming back, wanting to get onto 
two wheels again, plus a few newcomers 
talking about what it takes to get started. 

The motivation is about saving money, 
maybe offloading one of the cars in the 


family in favour of a bike. But a motorcycle 
is still a bit of an enthusiasts’ buy and we 
have long-established buyers who keep 
coming back, introducing new generations. 

The big sellers here are mid-range 650 
bikes like the Bandit or Fazer. There are 
some great deals and we are currently 
doing immediate cashbacks on the Bandit 
- it works out at about £4,000 on the road. 

Mind you, a lot of people often plough the 
savings straight back into accessories - we 
have one customer who bought a bike 
recently and then spent £1,500 on bits 
within just a few weeks.

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Bi g-monev backing for 
recession busting duo

TWO Kent-based economic down- 
turn-busting firms have clinched 
funding packages worth a total of 
more than £2 million from banks. 

Olympic Glass, a leading manufacturer of dou¬ 
ble-glazing at Queenborough, Sheppey, has 
sprinted ahead of the competition with the instal¬ 
lation of a new glass toughening plant. 

And Appliance Warehouse of Tunbridge Wells, 
one of the UK’s major independent domestic 
appliance retailers, reckons it is now well posi¬ 
tioned to manage what it calls “phenomenal” 
growth with a new and larger office in Essex. 

It has been backed by a £1.6m package from 
NatWest Bank. And Olympic crossed the finish¬ 
ing line with a £800,000 package, also from 
NatWest as well as finance provider Lombard, 
both part of the Royal Bank of Scotland Group. 

Phil Allan, media manager for RBS UK corpo¬ 
rate banking, said: “When I visited Olympic Glass 
I found the plant is very impressive, at 60 metres 
in length. The cooling fans required the construc¬ 
tion of their own room - the fans are each nearly 
two metres high.” 

The firm was formed in 1992 by Gary Jenkins, 
who had been in the trade since leaving school, 
and since then the company has steadily expand¬ 
ed its automated machinery to provide a widen¬ 
ing range of glazed glass for homes and offices. 

Toughened glass, also known as safety glass, is 
a popular choice because when broken it frac¬ 
tures into small pieces with no sharp edges. 

This is achieved by heating the glass to 650°C 
and cooling it rapidly - a process that until now 
Olympic has had to contract out. When Mr 
Jenkins saw the chance to buy his own plant for 


the process, he approached Matt Morgan at 
NatWest, and then Simone Veness at Lombard. 

Mr Jenkins said: “Glazing as a product is some¬ 
thing that continues to experience sustained 
growth. In the past 16 years, we have been able to 
capitalise on this fact and place ourselves as a 
market leader. I have firm growth aspirations for 
Olympic.” 

Appliance Warehouse was formed six years ago 
and is run by directors Simon Metson, Steve 
Debeger and Richard Stevens, who together have 
spent more than 70 years of experience in the 
industry.

You don’t have to 
be Muslim to use 
first Sharia card

CHATHAM-based Kent Reliance, 
which claims to be the UK’s fastest 
growing building society and the 
only one to have an offshore opera¬ 
tion in India, has revealed that it 
has secured a link with the 
nation’s first true Sharia prepaid 
card. 

Its Bangalore-based subsidiary, Easiprocess, 
will provide a call centre service to Cordoba 
Gold, which has just launched the MasterCard 
Gold card - available to non-Muslims as well 
as Muslims. 

No monthly bills 

The call centre service will initially be 
offered in Hindi, Punjabi, Urdu and English. 

The new card works like a pay-as-you-go 
mobile phone. You can only ever spend what 
you have topped up onto your card, so there is 
no risk of overspending or getting yourself into 
debt and you don’t get monthly bills. 

Since there is no credit, there is no credit 
check, and as long as you are a UK resident 
and you are aged 18 years or over, you will be 
accepted, even if you have never used a credit 
card or don’t have a bank account. 

It is claimed to be one of the cheapest ways 


to share money abroad, and a good way to 
build your credit rating, and, as a MasterCard, 
it is accepted at 27.3 million sites globally, 
including 1.9 million ATMs and other loca¬ 
tions where cash can be obtained. 

Sharia is the framework that governs, 
among other things, a Muslim’s economic and 
social life, dictating how believers should con¬ 
duct themselves. It forbids certain activities 
and transactions, such as those involving the 


taking and charging of interest, alcohol and 
pork-related products, but also armaments, 
gambling, pornography and other activities 
which are deemed socially harmful. 

Ahmed Suleiman, chief executive officer of 
Cordoba, said: “Consumers are tired of hidden 
charges, high penalty charges, high interest 
rates and unclear small print. This card is an 
attractive alternative, providing a convenient 
and safe payment method that is ideal for 


everyone. It is the first Sharia product that 
has been specifically developed to address the 
real needs of millions of Muslims in Britain, 
rather than wholesale Islamic funds geared 
for governments, institutions and other 
investors.” 

However, there is a £3 charge per ATM 
transaction. The card costs £9.95, with a free 
second card supplied, and a £4.95 monthly fee 
payable if the customer has a balance.

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Losing patience 
and customers 


SOUTH East businesses operating 
call centres could be sitting on a 
demographic time-bomb that 
threatens their future - young peo¬ 
ple vote with their feet if they don’t 
get satisfaction about a query over 
the phone. 

While people in the region have higher 
expectations of call centre staff than the rest of 
the UK - about a half say they are frustrated 
by agents uninterested in or incapable of help¬ 
ing compared with the national average of 37 
per cent - youngsters are tougher. 

New research by GfK NOP Consumer shows 
that about half of 25 to 44-year-olds change 
brands or suppliers if they don’t get the right 
help, against 35 per cent nationally. 

And South East residents don’t like waiting 
on hold. Sixty-two per cent put speedy call 
answering top of their call centre wish list, 
compared with 57 per cent in the UK as a 
whole. 

The region’s consumers are among the high¬ 


est users of call centres in the UK - 63 per cent 
have used a call centre in the last 12 months 
compared with 57 per cent nationally. 

But 69 per cent said a negative call centre 
experience would make them less likely to 
purchase from a company or use an organisa¬ 
tion - the same proportion as nationally. 

Half said they are more likely to purchase 
from a company if they had a positive call cen¬ 
tre experience. Two out of three said a nega¬ 
tive call centre experience would make them 
less loyal to a brand. 

Surprisingly, only three out of five found long 
phone queues or long periods on hold highly 
frustrating and, amazingly, only 43 per cent 
get annoyed about having to repeat them¬ 
selves to several people, compared with 42 per 
cent nationally. 

To raise standards, the top 50 call centres for 
customer service are being identified. Seven¬ 
teen call centres in the South East have been 
chosen, including Eurostar, Holiday Extras, 
P&O Ferries and Kent County Council. 

The initiative, led by Call Centre Focus mag¬ 
azine, aims to carry out 20,000 mystery shop¬ 
ping calls over the summer.

FARMERS have usually been good

Holiday let 
solution to 
taxing issue 


READERS will recall our editions 
of May 18, June 22 and July 20 
when we highlighted Julian from 
the City, who bought some arable 
land. 

He paid a record £10,000 an acre, pipping 
to the post neighbouring farmer George. 
Then Julian asked George - both clients of 
Tunbridge Wells solicitors Cripps Harries 
Hall - to run the farm as a contractor. Here 
is the latest update. 

Having bought his farm at the top of the 
market last spring, Julian is keen to ensure 
his plan to hand it on to his children free of 
inheritance tax (IHT) will succeed. 

Discussing the two farm cottages with 
Cripps, he was concerned to learn that as 
both were occupied by non-agricultural ten¬ 
ants under assured shorthold tenancies, IHT 
at 40 per cent would be payable on them on 
his death. Each being worth £300,000, that 
meant a tax bill of £240,000. 

What could he do, as he wanted to keep 
them and had planned to end the tenancies, 
furnish the cottages and offer them at pre¬ 
mium rates as accommodation for the guests 
on his commercial let shooting days as part 


of the package? He was advised that if he 
furnished the cottages, put them in the 
hands of a specialist holiday lettings agent 
for the months from April and October, and 
if he (or as it turned out the daughter of his 
farm contractor George) provided a ‘meet 
and greet’ service to holidaymakers, a fridge 
full of basic necessities and a cleaning and 
laundry service, then he should be regarded 
as carrying on a furnished holiday letting 
business. 

In consequence, the cottages should qualify 
for 100 per cent IHT relief as business prop¬ 
erty rather than agricultural property. 

Julian was delighted, as this fitted with his 
plans for the shoot days. He also wondered 
whether his parents’ buy-to-let in Rye might 
qualify if they did the same. 

Cripps advised it could, provided it was 
available for letting for at least 140 days in 
the year and actually let to third parties for 
at least 70 days. 

It would be essential that his parents or 
their agent provided the ‘meet and greet’ and 
other services to make the business as akin 
to a small hotel as possible. Getting an Eng¬ 
lish Tourist Board rating is helpful.

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Offices close at record 


rate, study finds 


GROWING fears over the stabili¬ 
ty of the economy and the need to 
cut costs could be forcing what is 
believed to be a record 10,000 
small businesses a month in the 
South East to shut their offices. 

According to a study conducted by 02, a 
mobile phone and broadband provider, in the 
last eight months more than one in 10 - 13 
per cent - of businesses have chosen not to 
renew a lease on an office or business premis¬ 
es and are working remotely and from home. 

In fact, estimates suggest that more than 
85,000 small businesses in the area have quit 
their offices since the onset of the credit 
crunch last autumn. Research also found that 
almost two thirds - 60 per cent - of those still 
working from a dedicated business premises 
are considering giving it up within the year. 

The need to reduce costs was cited by 62 per 
cent of the businesses questioned as the 
greatest reason behind the move. Credit 
crunch fears and the threat of possible reces¬ 
sion were also revealed as making small busi¬ 
nesses reluctant to commit to new fixed-term 
rental contracts. 

In addition to saving on overheads, flexible 
working and advances in mobile technology

have also been identified as key reasons 
behind the growing numbers of small busi¬ 
nesses choosing to give up fixed business 
premises. 

Nearly a quarter - 24 per cent - of those 
questioned revealed they now spend up to 50 
per cent of their time away from the office, 
and over half - 57 per cent - said that new 
technologies such as wireless internet and 
mobile broadband had influenced their deci¬ 
sion not to have a fixed business premises. 

A recent report from NB Real Estate 
revealed that vacant office space in some 
cities across the UK has nearly doubled com¬ 
pared with this time last year. 

In a further indication of the declining need 
for office space, over half - 53 per cent - of 
small businesses revealed they now have a 
virtual network allowing them to work com¬ 
pletely remotely. 

Nearly 40 per cent expected to have a net¬ 
work installed in the next 12 months and 
revealed that faster remote access to email 
and business servers will see them spending 
significantly more time away from the desk. 

Simon Devonshire, head of 02 small and 


medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) marketing, 
said: “Developments in technology and mobile 
communications are enabling businesses to 
be flexible and respond very quickly to 
changes in the market place. 

“Getting rid of the office relieves many 
small businesses of a major overhead very 
quickly and shows a rapid response to current 
economic pressures.” 

The lack of a fixed office premises was also 
identified as having little impact on the cus¬ 
tomer relationship. Eight out of 10 small busi¬ 
nesses operating from home said customers 
were not concerned about their lack of an offi¬ 
cial office premises. In response to the 
increasing numbers of small businesses oper¬ 
ating from home, 02 says it has launched an 
enhanced support service for small office 
broadband cus¬ 
tomers. The serv¬ 
ice provides tech¬ 
nical support for 
small businesses 
operating from 
home, enabling 
them to book an IT 
engineer to visit 
their premises the 
next working day 
in the event of a 
technical problem.

Shakey rattled by 
150mph accident

CHANGE OF LUCK: Shane Byrne escaped serious injury in a 150mph horror crash at

SHANE ‘Shake/ Byrne admitted 
he was lucky to escape unscathed 
from a 150mph crash at Knockhill 
but still managed to walk away 
from round eight of the British 
Superbike Championship extend¬ 
ing his series lead. 

The Sheppey rider lost control in wet condi¬ 
tions while leading at the Scottish circuit dur¬ 
ing the second race last Sunday. His accident 
stopped the race, handing victory to Honda’s 
Leon Haslam. 

Byrne was taken to the circuit’s medical cen¬ 
tre after the crash. The 32-year-old injured his 
back the day before and there were fears the 
smash had aggravated the problem. 

But a thorough check-up revealed nothing 
worse than cuts and bruises and Byrne has 
vowed to return for the next round at Cadwell 
Park on August 25. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I feel like I have 
been run over by a truck really, a bit second¬ 
hand you could say. 

“I believe I went down on someone else’s oil 
that was on the track, so it was nothing to do 
with the wet conditions. One of the riders blew 
up at that point on the circuit [earlier in the 
race]. 

“As soon as I touched the brakes I was down 
and there was nothing I could do. When I ini¬ 
tially went down I was travelling at 150mph 
so to come away without a broken leg is amaz¬ 
ing.” 

Despite the accident, his first retirement of 
the season, a second place finish in race one 
coupled with his main title challenger Cal 
Crutchlow retiring saw Byrne increase his 
championship lead to 110 points. 

With just eight races remaining the 32-year- 


old is focusing his attentions on being consis¬ 
tent to secure his second British Superbike 
title after cantering to the crown in 2003. 

He said: “To be honest, I am not too disap¬ 
pointed as I have extended my championship 
lead. It was the first time this season that I 
thought about the championship. Once Cal 
Crutchlow went out of the first race I didn’t 
risk things and settled for second. 

“I have had my fair share of good luck this 
year by winning races and passing backmark- 
ers at just the right time, so perhaps it is my 


time to have a bit of bad luck.” 

The Airwaves Ducati rider is still unsure 
about his future in the championship and a 
possible move to the World Superbike Cham¬ 
pionship next season has been reported. He 
admits talks are ongoing, but is in no hurry to 
make a decision. 

He said: “There is no news on my future yet. 
I have to wait and see what Airwaves Ducati 
are planning to do for next season. Once that 
is sorted then I will decide on my options and 
which championship I will be competing in.”

Dangerous gusts end 
St Lawrence action 
amid rule change call 


KENT are hoping to bring about a change 
in the England and Wales Cricket Board’s 
rules and regulations after high winds 
stopped play during Tuesday’s game at 
Canterbury. 

The Pro40 match against Leicestershire 
was the club’s only day-night match of the 
season but gusts of more than 40 mph pre¬ 
vented the temporary floodlights from 
being used. As a result the umpires had no 
choice but to abandon the match once the 
light faded, just six overs into Leicester¬ 
shire’s reply. 

Although strong winds had been fore¬ 
cast well ahead of the match, they were 
expected to drop in the evening in time for 
the floodlights to be used. Unfortunately, 
while overall conditions had calmed, occa¬ 
sional gusts exceeded the safe limits for 
the use of the temporary floodlights. 

Fans were unhappy the game was not 
shortened or started early so it could be 
finished without the use of lights, but nei¬ 
ther are permitted under current regula¬ 
tions. Jon Fordham, Kent’s commercial 


manager, issued a statement on the club’s 
website which explained why they had no 
choice. 

He said: “To be fair to the three umpires, 
both they and I had several conversations 
with Lord’s with the aim of allowing the 
umpires discretion to reduce the overs to 
be played subject to the agreement of both 
captains. 

“I have no doubts that had this discre¬ 
tion been available both Rob Key and Paul 
Nixon would have been quite happy to 
agree to this.” 

The club held talks with the ECB this 
week to change the regulations to cover 
such a scenario in the future, but the gov¬ 
erning body were unavailable for com¬ 
ment. 

Kent apologised for the problem and 
offered full refunds to fans. Supporters 
can claim back their money by sending 
their ticket, along with a stamped 
addressed envelope, to: The St Lawrence 
Ground, Old Dover Road, Canterbury, 
Kent, CT1 3NZ.

Staff finally bags his gold

TRACK cyclist Jamie Staff" finally achieved his 
Olympic dream by helping Great Britain 
secure their third gold medal of the Beijing 
Games in the Team Sprint on Friday. 

An Olympic medal was the only achieve¬ 
ment which had eluded the 35-year-old 
cyclist from Ashford in a glittering career. The 
wait came to an end with a blistering run 
from the British trio of Staff, Chris Hoy and 
Jason Kenny, who blew away gold medal 
favourites France in the final by more than 
half a second. 

The Great Britain team blitzed the three 
laps in the Laoshan Velodrome and finished 
with a time of 43.128, with Staff completing 
the lead leg in a new personal best of 17.136 
seconds. 

The trio had earlier cruised through qualify¬ 
ing, setting the fastest time a full six tenths of 
a second faster than nearest challengers 
France. 

They knocked out USA in the next round to 
set up the final with rivals France, who beat 
them to win gold at the World Championships 
final in Manchester earlier this year. 

The victory was redemption for Staff at the 
Olympics, four years after suffering the heart¬ 
break of a fifth-place finish in Athens. 

Staff only started track cycling in 2002 in 
search of an Olympic medal. He was a former 
BMX world champion, but with the sport not 
included in the Games he switched to the velo¬ 


drome to compete in the Olympics. 

He has been in the form of his life this sea¬ 
son, setting a personal best lap of 17.2 seconds 
in the World Championships - a time he 


eclipsed twice during Friday’s competition in 
Beijing. The medal completes an illustrious 
set for Staff, who has already won national, 
Commonwealth and world titles. 
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Barham focused on first Tour win 


A MAIDEN victory on the European Tour is on 
the horizon according to golfer Ben Barham, 
who recorded his best ever finish earlier this 
month. 

The Ashford-bom professional secured a third 
place finish at the Russian Open, which moved 
the 33-year-old back into the all-important top 
117 on the Order of Merit which guarantees 
exemption for next year’s events. 

With Iris hm an and fellow European Tour 
player Padraig Harrington winning back-to- 
back Open Championships and the USPGA 
title last week, Barham believes he can secure 
his first Tour victory. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I was delighted 
with third place at the Russian Open, although 
I was slightly disappointed I didn’t win the com¬ 
petition. 

“I played well all week, I didn’t look at the 
leaderboards and just focused on playing my

shots. If I keep putting myself in positions like 
that a victory will come soon. 

“Harrington has come alive now. He has 


moved to a different level by becoming back-to- 
back Open champion and winning a second 
major this season with the USPGA Champi¬ 
onship. 

“It just shows that if you keep focused on your 
goals then you will eventually get there.” 

Barham had his best ever finish of 89th in the 
Order of Merit rankings on the European Tour 
last year, earning 294,844 Euros. 

With more than a quarter of the season 
remaining he is close to surpassing last year’s 
earning but is only 90th in the rankings. 
Barham believes it is because the Tour is 
becoming increasingly competitive. 

He said: “I think the European Tour is getting 
tougher, there are more and more players try¬ 
ing to get on the tour now. I think there are 
about 150 players all trying to make it. You can¬ 
not rest on your laurels anymore as there are 
always players pushing you to perform.”

Youngsters get

ASPIRING young rugby players 
honed their rugby skills the New 
Zealand way in an intense coach¬ 
ing scheme in Maidstone this 
week. 

The New Zealand Rugby Experience is a 
coaching initiative led by former Auckland 
rugby player Martin Stanley. The scheme 
came to England for the first time after suc¬ 
cess in New Zealand, where it received the 
backing of national coach Graham Henry 
and legendary winger Jonah Lomu. 

It caters for players between the ages of 
13-17 and provides a taste of the New 
Zealand game in short, sharp training drills. 

Maidstone Rugby under 15s squad took 
part in tackling, passing and attacking and 
defensive exercises to improve their basic 
skills ahead of the new season at Valley Park 
School. 

Stanley comes from a famous rugby fami¬ 
ly in New Zealand, with brother Joe among 
the victorious 1987 World Cup winning 
national side. 

Martin, who played at the highest level of 
club rugby, was impressed with the enthusi¬ 
asm of the teenagers in England and 
believes perfecting the basic skills is the 
foundation for a good team. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It is definitely

important to target the youngsters early. 

“Rugby is a simple game and I think some¬ 
times we overcomplicate it. Even at the 
highest level players make mistakes, so it’s 
important to get the basics right. 

“If you break down the All Blacks’ game it 
is a basic game, but it is done very well at 
speed and this is what we are trying to 
teach. If you do the basics well and at speed 
you are going to be a hard team to beat. 

“I think our skills and drills are differ¬ 
ent. The drills are shorter and sharper. 
Sometimes the coaching sessions over 
here are too long.” 

The youngsters were also taught the cul¬ 
tural background of the Haka ceremonial 
dance, which has become a sporting icon 
by the All Blacks rugby team. At the end of 
the week the participants presented the 
dance to their parents. 

Maidstone player Jason Smith enjoyed 
the training and is looking forward to test¬ 
ing out the ceremonial dance in games this 
year. 

He said: “It has been really good and has 
definitely improved our overall game. 
Learning the Haka has been fantastic. We 
hope we will be able to use it in our match¬ 
es next season.” 


Maidstone under-15 coach Paul Lonergan 
has been impressed with the coaching 
scheme and is interested in applying the 
methods to next season’s campaign. 

He said: “The thing that has struck me 
most of all is the intensity of the training 
drills. Of course they are bringing new s kill s 
and ideas, but the regime means the boys 
are physically and mentally tired by the end 
of the day.”

DOUBLE Olympic champion 
Dame Kelly Holmes believes Lisa 
Dobriskey will contest the medal 
places in the Olympic 1500 
metres final after the Kent ath¬ 
lete smashed her personal best 
on the eve of the Games. 

The reigning Commonwealth champion 
from Ashford begins her quest for a medal 
on Tuesday when the heats commence in the 
Birds Nest Stadium. 

The 24-year-old has been in the form of 
her life this season, winning the Great 
Britain Trials and the London Grand Prix 
last month. Before leaving for the Team GB 
holding camp in Macau, she shattered her 
personal best by eight seconds in a mixed 
race during training. 

Holmes, who memorably won the 800m 
and 1500m in Athens four years ago, 
believes the performance has catapulted 
Dobriskey into a world-class athlete. 
She told Kent on Sunday: “I went to 
see her at Crystal Palace in the 
London Grand Prix and she 
was immense that day 
in her performance to 
win the race. 

“That day at 


do well. After her season this year she 
should regard herself as a major contender.” 

The 38-year-old from Tonbridge won her 
two Olympic titles with a masterclass of 
even-paced running. She believes Lisa has 
the racing brain to succeed in the big races, 
which are often dominated by strategy. 

Holmes said: “She really understands how 
races are run and has that awareness of 
when to push in the pack. Lisa won the gold 
at the Commonwealth Games, I was there 
when she did that and it was not a fast race. 

“The fact is, in Olympic finals the races are 
not always very fast but are very tactical 
and Lisa has the head on her shoulders to 
deal with that and pick the right time.” 

Dobriskey’s medal chances

whelming. She believes focusing on each 
round in turn is the key to be successful in 
the pressure-cooker environment. 

“The Olympics is another completely dif¬ 
ferent competition and you have to treat it 
that way. Lisa will have to keep her feet on 
the ground, which can be very difficult to do 
at your first Games. I have seen Lisa and I 
think she has the head to deal with the occa¬ 
sion. I think she will be happy to make the 
final, but in finals anything can happen.” 

Holmes competed in three Olympic 
Games, so is familiar with competing in a 
packed Olympic arena. Although it will be 
daunting at first, she thinks Dobriskey will 
thrive in the atmosphere. 

She added: “There are not enough words to 
describe the feeling Lisa will be going 
through. Firstly, the nerves will hit you, 
which is quite terrifying, but you have to put 
that to the back of your mind. Stepping out 
into the stadium with the crowd is amazing, 
it is one of the best experiences in athletics. 

“Then there is pressure and expectation on 
you to perform as a potential medallist, 
which Lisa will have to deal with. It is a 
great experience which she will definitely 
learn from.”
